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HILARITY IN THE SENATE 


4N AMUSING INCIDENT AT Mi. 
BROWN’S EXPENSE. 


4EN. HAWLEY READS THE GEORGIA SENA- 
TOR’S SPEECH IN THE GRANT CONVEN- 
TION OF 1868—HIS ADVOCACY OF A BAR- 
GAIN IN HIS sTATE—A COLLOQUY BE- 


TWEEN MESSRS. SHERMAN AND BECK. 


Wasnineton, April 22.—The debate in 
the Senate to-day was marked by many amus- 
ing passages, and was very satisfactory to the 
occupants of the galleries. Mr. Morrill made 
the first speech of the day. He denied that 


there had been any bargain between the Re- 


publicans and Mr. Mahone, and denounced the 


attempts which the Democrats had made to 
bull-doze the Senator from Virginia. 

Mr. Beck and Mr. Sherman then discussed 
the propriety of the action of the Democrats. 
In the course of this colloquy, Mr. Sherman 


again very clearly set forth the revolutionary 
character of that action. There had been in- 


stances of the use of dilatory motions to secure 
delay, and on three occasions action had been 
temporarily prevented by refusals to vote, 
but never before in the history of the Govern- 
ment, he said, had a minority in the 
Senate refused to allow the majority to 
take action at some time upon 4 
pending measure. The Democrats had now 
announced that they would never allow at 
least a portion of the pending business to be 
transacted, and a minority of eight could en- 
force this intention. Mr. Sherman asserted 
that if the Senate should be governed in this 
way it would be compelled to change its rules 
in order to give the majority their rights. 
Nothing but an extraordinary dan- 
ger could justify a minority in 
such ection. There might be some 
defense for the obstinate minority if the safe- 
ty of the Nation were threatened by the pend- 
ing question, but there could be none when 
the matter involved was sosmall. Mr. Har- 
ris asked if Riddleberger was Mr. Sherman’s 
own choice, as compared with thousands 
of Union _ soldiers. Mr. Sherman re- 
plied that he was not, and said that 
if the whole matter were in his hands 


he might choose an entirely new set of 
candidates. The officers of the Senate, many 
years ago, were of a higher grade than those 
with whom the Senate had recently been satis- 
fied, but he would not be justifiea in opposing 
the candidates simply because they were not 
his independent choice. There were others to 
be consulted. Mr. Riddleberger was an hon- 
orable and able man, and had been a good 
soldier in a bad cause. Was Mr. Greeley the 
real choice of Mr. Harris? Mr. Harris confessed 
that he was not. He had regarded Mr. Greeley 
as a choice of evils. Mr. Sherman continued, 
saying that he welcomed Mr. Riddleberger 
because he was in favor of fair elections, and 
because he expected that his success would 
break up the solid South, that grim spectre 
which haunts our national politics. The 
Democrats were trying to introduce the Mexi- 
can system and to revive the doctrines which 
they indorsed in 1861, when they would not 
allow the majority to govern the country. 
He advised them that it would be wiser to let 
the majority take their course and then de- 
nounce them for it. 

Mr. Jonas reada long telegram from New- 
Orleans, in which the residents of the place in 
Louisiana in which Mr. Heath’s property was 
destroyed contradicted the assertions made by 
that gentleman. It seems plain that unless 
these statements, made by prominent persons, 
are infamous falsehoods, Mr. Dawes has been 
imposed upon, in some respects at seast. Mr. 
Dawes, in his reply, transferred the contre- 
versy to Mr. Heath and Mr. Jonas. 

The amusing part of the day’s session began 
when Mr. Brown read a large number of ex- 
tracts from Northern journals, in which the 
Republican Senators were criticised for main- 
— their present position. Mr. Brown 
agr to allow Senators to say whether the 
journals in question were Republican or not, 

ut. he presented them all as Republican 
opinions. Several of the journals quoted 
are generally recognized as independent in po!- 
itics, and the political histories of some of these 
were set forth in the remarks which were 
made by Senators. When Gen. Hawley’s - oe 
wed was reached, that Senator explained that 

he journal in question was undoubtealy Re- 
publican, but that it was not always quite 
right in his absence. Mr. Brown read these 
extracts in support of his _ assertion, 
made in answer to Mr. Burnside, that 
the Republican papers. had called the Ma- 
bone movement in the Senate the result of 
. corrupt bargain. While the extracts were 
peing presented, Mr. Burnside created a great 
jeal of amusement by his interruptions and 
tomments. He always speaks with refreshing 
sandor. During his controversy with Mr. 
Butler, the other day, he asserted several times, 
being most emphatic in his statementss, that he 
was cool and not excited. To-day he remarked 
that he would not say he was cool, for if he 
should say so he would bring down the house. 
This and other expressions made the chamber 
ting with laughter. 

When Mr. Brown had finished a first install- 
ment of extracts Gen. Hawley put him on the 
defensive by reading portions of a report of 
the proceedings of the National Republican 
Convention of 1868, describing Mr. Brown’s 
appearance in that convention as a Republi- 
van, and the enthusiasm with which he was re- 
reived as a genuine convert. Mr. Brown’s 
address on that occasion {was quoted. In it 
be announced that he was a reconstructed 
rebel and a Republican, and declared that 
Georgia could be carried for Grant if the 
executive patronage of the State should be 
given to the Republicans init. They must 
have the patronage. Gen. Hawley pointed to 
this, showing that Mr. Brown was anxious in 
\868 for such a bargain as he now alleged had 
peen made with Mr. Mahone, and which he 
30 unsparingly denounced. Not only was 
ne «6anxious for such a_ bargain, but 
jhe bargain was made, and Mr. Brown got his 
reward in the office of Chief-Justice of 
ihe State. So completely unanswerable was 
this speech of Gen. Hawley, that the Senate 
and the spectators laughed loudly at Mr. 
Brown’s discomfiture. Ben. Hawley contin- 
ned, saying that before his recent election 
Mr. Brown besought the aid of Republicans 
igainst the Bourbons, and that the 
gy nge in the Senate had had every 
right to expect him to take a seat on 
the Republican side—in fact, a better right 
shan they had to expect the co-operation of 
Mr. Mahone. In closing, he described Mr. 
Brown as swinging from side to side and taking 
reat prizes from both parties, and now he 
ectured the Republicans about ee 

After the laughing had ceased Mr. Brown 
made a long and dreary explanation of his po- 
litical wanderings, and the Senate soon after- 
yard adjonrned until Tuesday.

THE STAR SERVICE SCANDAL. 
sIXTH AUDITOR M’GREW DEMANDS AN IN- 
VESTIGATION OF HIS OFFICE. 
Wasuineton, April 22.—In consequence 
of the published rumors reflecting on the Sixth 
Anditor’s office in connection with the star 
route scandal, Mr. McGrew, who is the head 
of that office, has written to Secretary Windom 
requesting an investigation. Mr. McGrew’s 

letter reads as follows: 

**Tinclose herewith an extract from THE 
New-York Times of this date, and have the 
honor to state that inasmuch as under the law 
this office has nothing whatever to do with the 
execution of contracts for transporting the 
mails, or with the increase or expedition of 
service, and has in every case audited and set- 
tled the accounts for ‘star’ service in strict 
conformity with the law, the charge that 
it has, either directly or indirectly, been in 
any manner connected with certain alleged 
abuses in the contract office js utterly false 
and unfounded. I ask that aS a matter of 
justice to myself, to Mr. Selley, the Deputy 
‘Auditor, anc to Judge R. F. Crowell, the chief 
of the pay division, having in charge the pay- 
ment of mail tr rtation, the most thor- 
ough and searching investigation be made into 
the operations of this office during the past 


six vears. I challenge the fullest and most 
scrutinizing investigation of this matter, and 
have so advised the Postmaster-General.’’ 


A REPUBLICAN CAUCUS TO BE HELD. 


A DISPOSITION TO PERMIT EXECUTIVE 
WORK—A GROWING OPPOSITION TO 
JUDGE ROBERTSON. 

WasHINGTON, April 22.—It is now ex- 
pected that the Republicans of the Senate will 


hold a caucus next Tuesday or Wednesday for 


a general discussion of the situation. A paper 
asking that a caucus shall be called has been 
circulated, and has been signed by ten or a 
dozen Senators. The gravity of the situa- 
tion has been tke subject of confer- 
ence within the last two days, and 
it is hoped by those who are 
prominent in suggesting a caucus that some 
method may be found and approved by which 
the more important nominations can be con- 
sidered without retreating from the position 
now held by the Republican side. With refer- 
ence tothe nomination of Judge Robertson, it is 
said by persons who have closely watched the 
development of sentiment that the opposition 
to confirmation has been gradually increas- 
ing in strength, and is now much 
greater than ever before. It is even asserted 
that the majority of the Democrats are now 
inclined to take the side of Mr. Conkling in 
this matter, and that he could score a victory 
if an executive session could be held. To Mr. 
Frye’s speech is attributed a serious change 
in the inclinations of Democrats toward 
this case. That speech is regarded 
by them as_ representing the policy 
of the Administration. There are some 
other reasons for the change which is said to 
have taken place on the Democratic side in 
this respect. The action to be taken by the 
caucus cannot be predicted, but it seems plain 
that efforts will be made to hold executive 
sessions, although those who desire them re- 
main firm in the support of the Mahone move- 


ment.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WasHINGTON, April 22, 1881. 

The national bank notes received for re- 
demption to-day amounted to $254,000. 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $436,898 58, and from Customs $782,- 
246 93, 

The President to-day withdrew from the 
Senate the nomination of Henry C. Russell to 
be Postmaster at Eufaula, Ala. 

A meeting of the Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee was to-day called by Chairman Edmunds 


for to-morrow morning. Lhe object of the 
meeting is to refer to a sub-committee of five 
all the papers relating to the subject of bank- 
ruptcy which were yesterday taken from the 
files of the Senate and referred to this com- 
mittee, and to instruct the sub-committee to 
investigate the subject during the Summer, 
with a view of obtaining some national bank- 
ruptcy legislation early next Winter. 


The Secretary of the Treasury authorizes the 
statement that arrangements will be made at 


once whereby foreign holders of 6 per cent. 
bonds can have their bonds continued at 31¢ 
per cent., as provided in circular No, 42. An 
agency for this purpose will be established in 
London immediately. This action is deemed 
expedient to avoid the shipment of coin from 
this country which would become necessary in 
case any amount of the bonds held abroad 
should be purchased in the United States for 
continuance. 


The following general order was issued by 
Postmaster-General James to-day: ‘‘ Pursuant 


to arrangements made between this depart- 
ment and the Post Offics Department of Can- 
ada, requiring evch country to use bags be- 
longing solely to it in dispatching mails, and 
reciprocally the prompt return empty of the 
bags received, all Postmasters, agents, and 
employes of this department are hereby pro- 
hibited from using any bags belonging to Can- 
ada, and are required to collect and forward 
from time to time all such bags found in the 
service to the nearest United States exchange 
Post Office, whence they are to be returned 
empty to Canada.”’ 


During the year ended Dec. 31 the money 
orders issued in the United States for payment 


in Great Britain and Ireland amounted to 
£400,205, or about $2,000,000. The orders is- 
sued in the United Kingdom upon the United 
States during the same period aggregated £71,- 
457, or about $350,000. To reimburse the 
United Kingdom for the amounts paid in that 
country, the Post Office Department paid, dur- 
ing the year, to the British office, by means of 
bills of exchange, £329,255, or about $1,650,000. 
During the first three months of the current 

ear the United States issues upon Great 

ritain amounted to £91,450, and the British 
issues upon this country to £18,020, and pay- 
ments were made to Great Britain by the 
United States Post Office Department aggre- 
gating £72,800, or about $350,000. 

Gen. George A. Sheridan made a demand 
to-day upon Postmaster-General James for 


an investigation into the charges made 
in the newspapers connecting him (Sheridan) 
with the patent tie-sack fastener contract, and 
the claim that he was instrumental in de- 
frauding Fayman, the inventor, out of his 
just dues. It has been charged that Fayman 
offered to furnish the fasteners at 8 cents each, 
but that the commission appointed to exam- 
ine his device reported = Yen, & on it. 
Afterward Sheridan is said to have got 
control of the patent,and the same commission 
which had rejected Fayman’s proposition re- 
versed its decision, it is alleged, and an order 
for 300,000 of the fasteners at 26 cents 
each was ultimately given to Sheridan. Post- 
master-General James has —, a com- 
mission to take evidence, and several persons 
have already been summoned to appear be- 
fore it.

DENYING A SILLY RUMOR. 

Sr. Lovurs, April 22.—The Hon. Thomas 
Allen, late President of the Iron Mountain 
Railroad, and Congressman-elect from the 
Second District.of this city, whose name has 
been mentioned in Eastern newspapers in con- 
nection with an alleged projected conquest of 


Mexico by armed forces under Gen. Grant, 
denies most emphatically knowing anything 
about the matter. Hesays the rumors are not 
only sensational but silly. He has no finan- 
cial interest in Mexico, and thinks the only 
conquest of that country that can or will be 
made isacommercial one, by building rail- 
roads in it and opening it up to trade and com- 
merce. He knows very little of Gen. Grant’s 
projects in Mexico, but is entirely satisfied that 
the ex-President has no thought of armed in- 
vasion, and would be one of the last menin 
the country to favor such a scheme.

EARTHQUAKE SHOCKS IN HONDURAS. 

New-Or.eans, April 23.—A passenger 
who arrived to-day on the steam-ship Wan- 
derer, from Belize, British Honduras, states 
that there and along the coast of Spanish Hon- 
duras a number of earthquake shocks have 
recently occurred. One was so severe about 


three or four weeks ago that a portion of the 
cornice of the Custom-house at Belize was 
dislodged and fell, a number of persons who 
were standing in the neighborhood having a 
very narrow escape. About this time two or 
three other shocks were felt, and since then 
“several severe ones have occurred along the 
coast of Spanish Honduras, the effects of which 
were felt perceptibly at Belize and on the Bay 


Islands. 
ARRESTED FOR WIFE-MURDER. 

Cincinnati, April 22.—About 12 o’clock to- 
night John Mooney was arrested for the 
murder of his wife. The crime was 
committed last Sunday, but the cause of 
death was not revealed until this evening, 
when the Coroner, being called upon, discov- 

d that the woman had died from the 
effects r of a wound inflicted with 
a hatchet. It appears that Mooney has al- 
ways been passionate and abusive, especially 
when drunk. Last Sunday he assaulted his wife 
with a hatchet and dealt her a severe blow on 
the left shoulder and neck. Her daughter at- 
tempted to interfere, when Mooney threw 
the hatchet at her and cut her arm badly near the 
shoulder. Mrs, Mooney reiused to inform the Po- 
lice of her injuries.

AFFAIRS IN FOREIGN LANDS 


THE QUARREL BETWEEN FRANCE 
AND TUNIS. 


A TUNISIAN ACCOUNT OF THE AFFAIR AP 
TABARCA—THE FIRM ATTITUDE OF THE 
BEY — PROTECTION TO FOREIGNERS 
PROMISED. 


Lonpon, April 22,—Tunisian accounts of 


the firing on the French gun-boat while mak- 
ing explorations on the coast of Tabarca, 
state that the Captain of the gun-boat ordered 
the commandant of the forts on Tabarca and 
the mainiand to surrender, and that the latter 
refused unless commanded to do so by the 
Bey. 

A dispatch from Paris says: ‘‘ The Bey of 
Tunis states that he has given the necessary 
orders for the protection of foreigners, but 
that he cannot answer for the excitement the 
Mussulmans might feel if the French cross the 
frontier.” 

Tonrs, April 22.—M. Roustan, French Con- 
sul-General here, has written a letter to the 
Bey reminding him of the order given to the 
Tunisian frontier forces to retire when the 
French troops advance, and calling upon the 
Bey to sanction the French occupation of the 
Obouenoued ports. They Bey replied, point- 
ing out the wide difference between the two 
cases, and declaring that the landing of French 
troops at Tabarca would be unjustifiable, and, 
if effected, it must be by force and against the 
expressed will of the Bey, who will dispatch a 
protest to the powers. 

Bone, April 22.—A transport with two 
French battalions has passed here for the 
Tunisian coast. 

Manvrip, April 22.—A dispatch from the 
Spanish Consul, at Tunis, states that the Bey 
has addressed a circular to all the Consuls at 
Tunis, declining all responsibility in the event 
of disturbances in consequence of the entry of 
the French in Tunis. The Consul, therefore, 
he ag protection for the Spanish residents in 

unis. 

Paris, April 22.—The newspapers here pub- 
lished a sensational telegram to-day concern- 
ing the arrival of arms at Tunis from Italy, 
intrigues against M. Roustan’s personal safety, 
and attacks on the railway. 

Lonpon, April 23.—A dispatch from Rome 
says to drive the French from Tunis should 
they persist in establishing themselves there, 
will be the cardinal point of policy of any 
Ministry of the Left or Right. 

A dispatch from Paris says the sensational 
telogram published in the Paris journals 
yesterday is due to reports that a Eu- 
ropean on intimate terms with the 
Bey had _ suggested the assassination 
of M. Roustan, the French Consul-General 
that boxes of rifles and revolvers had arrived 
in Tunis via Italy, and that a great quantity 
of ammunition had been sent to the Kroumirs.

SHOURITY AGAINST TERRORISTS. 

RUSSIA ABOUT TO MAKE REPRESENTATIONS 
TO THE POWERS—GERMANY ANXIOUS 
TO TAKE ACTION. 

Lonpon, April 22.—A Berlin correspond- 
ent telegraphs: ‘‘ It is stated that Russia is 
about to make serious representations to the 
powers on the subject of common security 
against revolutionists. Prince Bismarck does 
not seem to have yet taken any positive action 


on the resolution of the Diet in regard to the 
right of asylum, but it is certain that he 
will eagerly listen to whatever Russia 
or.any other power. may say on the subject. 
Meanwiile, the Socialist law is being applied 
here with renewed vigilance. Various sus- 
pected artisans and others have lately been ex- 
pelled from Berlin, and scarcely a day passes 
without the name of some proscribed publica- 
tion appearing in the Oficial Gazette.”’ 

BERLIN, April 22.—The seizure of the Boer- 
sen Courter has caused much surprise and un- 
favorable comment. There will be an inter- 
pellation in the Reichstag on the subject. 

Moscow, April 22.—Two persons have been 
arrested here for posting revolutionary proc- 
lamations, 

Geneva, April 22.—Placards protesting 
against the execution of the Czar’s assassins 
were ie posted here, the Police remaining 
neutral. 

A correspondent at St. Petersburg reports 
that it has been decided to grant 9,000,- 
000 rubles annually to aid the peas- 
ants to free themselves from the burden 
laid upon them in 1861, Gen. Melikoff thinking 
that otherwise serious trouble might ensue,

THE LAND BILL DENOUNCED. 
ACTION OF THE LEAGUE CONFERENCE AT 
DUBLIN—THE IRISH RELIEF FUND. 

Dustin, April 22.—The National Land 
League Convention resumed its session to-day. 
Mr. Parnell submitted a resolution declining 
to make the convention responsible for the 
Land bill, and expressing a doubt whether any 
amendment could make the bill acceptable to 
the Irish people. Mr. Parnell again specially 
condemned the emigration clauses and the 
omission of a provision for laborers in the bill. 
A resolution was unanimously adopted giving* 
the Irish Parliamentary party full latitude to 
devise amendments to and watch the progress 
of the bill in the House of Commons. The 
resolution also recommends the Irish party to 
seek to reject the bill if they fail to obtain 
adequate amendments. Another resolution 
was adopted to summon another convention 
before the Land bill — its third reading, in 
order to decide whether the bill, as amended, 
can be accepted. The convention then closed. 

Lonpon, April 22.—The Times says: ‘‘ We 
understand that the surplus of the Duchess of 
Marlborough’s relief fund now at her disposal 
is only $3,400, and that she is keeping it in the 
Bank of Ireland until some good scheme of 
emigration is set afoot to which it can be given, 
with the approval of the Trustees of the fund 
and with satisfaction to the Duchess that it 
will do the yoy pou good to Ireland.”

THE GREEK FRONTIER DECISION. 

A GRAVE STATE OF AFFAIRS AT ATHENS— 
TURKEY READY TO TRANSFER THE CBDED 
DISTRICTS. 

Lonpon, April 22.—An Athens corre- 
spondent says: ‘‘ The situation was never more 
serious than at present. There are frequent 
long Cabinet councils relative to the reply to 
the collective note. Premier Coumoundouros 
on Wednesday expressed surprise to the 
Foreign Ministers that their note is 
silent relative to the Epirotes, for 
whose welfare the Greek note strongly 
interceded. The Ministers replied that they 
had no instructions from their Governments 
relative to Epirus. As Greece considers it her 
imperative duty and interest to stand by her 
enslaved brethren, it is believed that if the 
choice is between war or abandonment of their 
cause, there is little hope for the maintenance 
of peace. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 22.—Assym Pasha, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, on being informed 
of the contents of the collective note of the 
powers to Greece declared he would immedi- 
ately appoint Coramissioners to superintend the 
transfer of the ceded districts. 

A telegram from Dervisch Pasha states that 
order has been restored in the district of Uskup.

PEDDLERS SELLING THE FLESH OF CATTLE 
KILLED IN THE CARS. 

Troy, N. Y., April 22.—Yesterday after- 
noon, Justice Grattan, Secretary of the West Troy 
Board of Health, received a telegram from Health 
Officer Gillice, of West Albany, requesting him to 
come to that place at once. Justice Grattan com- 
plied with the request and saw Mr. Gillice at 
West Albany and ascertained the particulars of a 
nefarious trade. Mr. Eastman, of the New-York 
Central Railroad, mistrusted that diseased cattle 
were being sold in West Albany. It appears that 
the cattle-shippers were in the habit of 
selling the carcases of cattle that 
died on cars to persons in West Albany 
for about the value of the hides 
and tallow. These persons, after removing the 
hides and tallow, instead of disposing of the flesh 
to be used as fertilizing material, sell it to meat 
peddlers, who, not daring to go to Albany with it 
on account of there being a Meat Inspector in that 
city, bring 1t to West Troy, and from there to Troy 
and Cohoes. As soon as Mr. Eastman found out 
the truth of the matter he gave notice to the Health 
Officer of West Albany, who has taken the matter 
in hand, and with the West Troy Board of Health 
will ao what he can to mete out justice to the guilty 
persons. Somedays as many as 25carcases are 
disposed of to peddlers.

MEXICAN SCHEMES PROSPERING UNDER GEN.

Mr. Frank- 
lin B. Gowen has ceased to be President of this com- 
pany, and is not authorized to enter into anyjcon- 
tracts or to execute any instruments on its ‘behalf. 
All communications in regard to that portion of the 
business of the compauy which is not specially un- 
der the charge and management of the Receivers 
should be sent to tne undersigned as President of 
the Philadelphia and Reading Railroad Company, 
to the above address.” 

A somewhat curious feature of the Northern Pa- 
cific controversy has just been developed here in 
connection with the company’s monthly organ, the 
New North-west. When the April number of this 
paper was being made up a letter from President 
Billings to Henry Villard was sent to it, with in- 
structions to insert. This was done, and the paper 
was in the press when a telegram came from New- 
York directing that the letter should be sup- 
pressed. The press was stopped, the ob- 
jectionable matter lifted out of the forms, 
and the few copies that had been worked off 
were destroyed, with the exception of a very lim- 
ited number which got out among the brokers of 
Third-street and have been the cause of much 
speculation by the fraternity. The general opinion 
on the Street is that the suppression is due toa 
compromise agreed on between the Billings and 
Villard parties. Mr.-Billings’s letter is dated ** No. 23 
Fifth-avenue, New-York, f4th March, 1881,” and 
begins by saying that he thinks it not best to 
sell his Northern Pacific stock, as suggested 
by Mr. Villard, because he teels a pride in the road 
and wishes to maintain his connection with it, a 
feeling quite independent of any financial induce- 
ments. He also declines to take stock in the new 
company proposed for the control of the Northern 
Pacific and Oregon Railroad and Navigation 
Companies, because he has ‘‘old-fashioned and con- 
servative” objections to going into a scheme so 
extensive, which, he is informed, takes in the Ore- 
gon and California roads, with a view to their ex- 
tension and to the ultimate control of the Union 
Pacific. He then discusses at some leagth the ques- 
tion of terminal branches on the Pacific side of 
the continent, and while favoring the completion 
of both the Oregon Kiver and the Puget Sound 
branches, insists that the latter at least must be 
built, which it would not be if he consented to sell 
his stock to Mr. Villard and join with the Jatter in 
the proposed merger. Mr. Billings’s letter is attached 
to an affidavit among the papers filed by the de- 
fendants in the suit brought by Mr. Villard to 
enjoin the issue of ‘‘residue’” common stock of the 
Northern Pacific Company, and is interesting as 
showing the full scope proposed for this new rail- 
road combination.

WESTERN RIVERS OUT OF BOUNDS. 


—-+—-~----—- 
THE MISSOURI HIGHER THAN BEFORE—THE 
FLOOD AT CHICAGO SUBSIDING. 
OmAHA, Neb., April 22.—The interruption to 
railroad travel still continues, the Missouri River 
flood being higher than ever and yet rising. It is 


now 23 feet above low-water mark, one foot 


higher than the previous flood. During the last 24 
hours the rise has averaged one-half inch per 
hour. Reports from Sioux City show that it is still 
rising above. This is a sure indication that it will 
continue coming up here for 48 hours more at least. 
Eastern trains arrive at and depart from Council 
Blufis, but cannot connect with the Union Pacific, 


as the transfer depot is surrounded by a vast body 


of water from two to three feet deep, and in sev- 
eral places strong currents are running, and 
especially is this the case over the Union 
Pacific track, where the flat-car bridge is being 
used. There were no trains in or out ‘of 
Omaha to-day, except transfer trains over the 
Union Pacific bridge. A few passengers arrived 
from and departedfor the East and South by 
means of small boats between Transfer and Coun- 
cil Bluffs, Union Pacific west-bound passengers of 
yesterday and to-day fare still detained here on 
account of the washout of a trestle-work at the 
bridge over Ejkhorn River; east-bound trains are 
being held at Fremont. ‘the trestle-work is being 
rapidly repaired and will be in shape agein to- 
morrow. The railroad tracks on the Omaha 
Jevee are all undermined and wrecked, 
and several sections went down stream 
to-day amounting to over half a_ mile. 
Three frame houses came down the river this 
morning, and one lodged north of the city. Several 
small dwellings and other buildings on the bottoms 
east of the Union Pacific shops are in danger of 
being swept away, as well as some small buildings 
south of the Union Pacific bridge. The extensive 
cattle sheds belonging to the Willow Springs dis- 
tillery have all been tied with strong ropes to stout 
posts. Boyd's and Roddy’s and Thrall’s large 
acking houses are slightiy flooded. Lum-. 

er is being taken up from. al! lumber- 
yards as fast as it can be taken out of the water. 
The situation in and around Council Bluffs is about 
the same as it was during the first flood, and per- 
haps a little more serious,as the wateris now 
much higher. Three car-loads of Omaha mail were 
transferred to-night by means of flat cars. No 
great damage has yet been done to the Union Paci- 
fic shops or smeiting-works, and they will probably 
escape serious injury. 

Stoux Crry, Iowa, April 21.—The Missour! River 
is still rising at this point, and is now fully one: 
foot higher than at any previous time this season, 
and also higher than at any time recorded in the 
history of the city. Dispatches from Sully to-night 
report the river still rising there, so there is no.im- 
mediate prospect of a lower river here, where “the 
water is doing no particular damage, although it: 
bas penetrated the lower part of the town. The’ 
Floyd and other small streams are rapidly subsid- . 
ing. Itis reported to-day that the last of theimperiled’ 
Dakota sufferers have been rescued from their 
watery surroundings and taken to places of safety. 
Supplies for them are coming in, and as fast as: 
they can be placed within reach of the sufferers: 
the demand for food, and also for clothing, will be, 
fully met.

CHARTER BILL PASSED BY THE SENATE. 


Aupany, April 22.—The session .of the 


Assembly this. morning was short,, and it 
would have been better-if it had been shorter, 
as the work done was disposed of in the mosf 
careless, slovenly, and irresponsible manner 
possible. The most interesting and important 


thing done was the appointment by the Speak: 


er of the conference committee on the part of 
the Assembly to consider the Street-cleaning 
bill. it was not. announced until just before 
the Assembly adjourned, and was then found 
to consist of Mr. E. A. Carpenter,:of Suffolk, 
and Messrs. Hamilton, Brodsky, Andrews, and 


Browning, of New-York. Just. before the an- 


nouncement was made Speaker Sharpe sent a 
message to Mr. Husted tv inform him 
that the committee would be _ report- 
ed, and that he would not be a mem- 
ber of it. The notice was given to 
apprise Mr. Husted that the Speaker had 
changed his mind since a conversation held a 
little more than a week ago between Mr. Hus- 
ted and Mr. Sharpe, andthat he considered it 
better to omit his name from the listocf ap- 
pointees. Mr. Husted was.also informed that 
if he wished to-talk with the Speaker on tha 
subject, either in or out of the House, he-could 
do so, and that if he proposed to raise any 
question in the House about the propriety-of 
omitting his name: from the list, it would ‘be 
just as well to have it known. No protest was 
made, either privately or publicly. 

If there had been any intimation that Mr, 
Husted wished to discuss the: propriety’ of the 
Speaker’s course, there is good reason ‘for be- 
lieving that Gen. Sharpe would have. surrem 
dered the chair temporarily and given soma 

- attention to the question in debate. It is said 
‘that the Speaker had found, on Thursday, that 
‘Mr. Husted would attempt to make the motion 
to call for the Assembly conference commit- 
tee in the expectation that he would be 
named, by courtesy, as the Chairman of 
the committee. It is also extremely 
doubtful if, in this case, the common 
courtesy of yielding the position of Chairman 
to the mover of the resolution would have been 
accorded. As it is, the committee is made up 
of three Republicans—C. mter, Hamilton, 
and Brodsky—who voted for the ter 
(bill, and of Andrews and Browning, m0- 
erats, who voted against the Carpenter substi- 
tute. The Speaker declared to THe Tres’s 
»correspondent last Monday'night that he in- 
tended to so construct the committee that it 
should represent the feeling of the majority of 
the House, and he has done so. 

The mass of business in the Assembly to-day

SEEKING TO EVADE TAXATION. 
THE REASON WHY THE STREET RAILROADS 
ASKED NO AMENDMENT TO THE ‘‘ LANDS”’ 
BILL. 

Axpany. April 22.—In a dispatch sent to 
THE Tres yesterday, and which appeared in 
to-day’s issue, something was said about an 
amendment made in the tax bill defining 
“lands,” about an amendment adopted by the 
joint committee so as to exempt all railroad 
tracks from assessment, unless they are owned 
in fee simple. Ata meeting of the Tax Com- 
mittee last night this amendment was stricken 
from the “lands” bill, and it was reported as 
published after it was received from 
the Tax Commission. While this pro- 
vision has been dropped from the bill, 
lt has not been killed, by any means. 
The street railways, determined that they shall 
escape taxation for their tracks except as per- 
sunal property, have succeeded, by the help of 
Mr. Andrews, Mr. Hamilton, and Mr. Waring, 
in soamending the act ‘‘ To provide for raising 
taxes for the use of the State upon certain 
corporations, joint stock companies, and asso- 
siations,’’ that they were quite willing to permit 
the * lands” billto beamended, Thecounselfor 
the strect railroad companies, when here a few 
weeks ago, drew up an amendment to meet the 
desires of his clients, and it was left in pos- 
session of one of the committeemen. It was 
added to the Corporation Tax bill, and that is 
being engrossed for its third reading, as it was 
ordered reported complete. When reported it 
contained an entirely new section, as follows: 

SEcTIoN 11. For the purpose of equalizing the 
taxation of the street surface horse railroad cor- 

orations, every such company which has hereto- 
ore lawfully paid into the Treasury of the city in 
which its surface railroad tracks are laid, any sum 
of money for the purchase at auction of the fran- 
chise or right to lay such tracks in any of the 
streets of said city, shall be entitled in the year 
1882, and each year thereafter, to a deduction 
from its assessment for taxation in said city 
of the amount so paid into the Treasury of 
said city, and every street surface horse railroad 
company which, under existing laws, shall here- 
after pay into the Treasury of the city in which its 
surface railroad tracks are laid any tax on gross 
receipts, or license fees, or percentage on gross re- 
ceipts, shall be entitled in the year 1882, and in each 
year thereafter, to a deduction from its assessment 
for taxation of a principal sum, the interest of 
which, at the rate per cent, of tax levied or im- 
posed in said city for the year ending the 31st 
day of December preceding, shall produce a sum 
equal to the amount of such tax on gross receipts 
actually paid into said city Treasury for and dur- 
tng such preceding year. And it shall be the duty 
of the Assessors in each city and ward, in ascer- 
taining the taxable property therein, to make the 
deductions allowed by this section to every com- 
pany entitied thereto. The real estate owned only 
in fee simple by the street surface horse railroad 
corporations shall be assessed for purposes of tax- 
ation, and the capital stock of ail such companies 
shall be liable to taxation only as in section 3 of 
ibis act provided. 

The first part of thesection was intended to 
relieve companies which have paid for their 
yanchise, to the amount paid _ the 
wity for the privilege of laying tracks. 
The last paragraph is_ substantially the 
mendment that was last night stricken from 
he ‘‘lands’ bil. The argument made by the 
yentlsmen who support this amendment, is 
shat the street railroad companies do not own 
the property upon which their tracks are 
laid, enjoying only an easement or right 
of way, and that they save the City many 
thousands of dollars yearly by bearing the ex- 
ense of paving the streets between the tracks. 

hese amendments will no doubt be valiantly 
defended by street railroad men and their 
allies, and by all the log-rolling corporation 
men in the Assembly when they come up for 
discussion,

ART MATTERS IN FLORENCE

THE NATURE AND SCOPE OF ORITI- 

CISM. 

I8 AN AMERICAN CRITIO BOUND TO PRAISE 
INDISCRIMINATELY ALL AMERICAN 
WORK ?—MR. BALL’S STATUS—THE FOL- 
LY OF INTERESTED AND INJUDIOIOUS 
PRAIBE. 

Frorence, March 24.—Commend me to 
certain classes of my countrymen abroad for 
stirring upa tempest ina teacup on any im- 
aginary greivance or personal interest at stake, 
Some members of the American artist colony 
in Florence at this momentare greatly exer- 
cised on the question of the opinions of your 
correspondent as expressed in various letters 
to Tat Timgs, charging him with “ hostility 
to American art and artists’? generally; also 
the officials of tho consulate with in- 
fluencing their countrymen to purchase 
the works of foreign artists in prefer- 
ence to theirs, By themselves these 
charges here would require no notice, as the 
motives of those that make them are too 
transparent. Your readers can judge for 
themselves whether there is in my writings 
any foundation for such conclusions, For 30 
years I have labored to the best of my ability 
and knowledge to build up in America a taste 
as to art which should form the basis of a 
high public standard, on a par with other cul- 


tivated nations, and thus help sustain and de- 
velop a flourishing national school of art, be- 
sides individual art-culture. This has been my 
steady aim, and I have never deviated from it 
to the intentional detriment of any individual 
artist whatever in exercising the unquestion- 
able right of commenting upon the various 
productions which are offered to the public as 
tests of their ability by our artists and their 
claims for patronage. 

At the best, criticism is a delicate duty, for 
besides the predilection which an American 
spontaneously feels to exalt his own country 
in comparison to others, the desire to en- 
courage any nascent symptoms of talent, or 
toaid a struggling artist to rise in his pro- 
fession, often prompts a writer to eschew 
criticism proper and eall attention merely to 
the better points, trusting that a hopeful be- 
ginning may lead to a brilliant ending. By 
temperament I am more inclined to faith and 
optimism than disbelief and pessimism in men 
and life generally. Consequently, such is my 
enjoyment of anything really beautiful or 
suggestively good that enthusiastic praise or a 
hearty appeal to the public for a favorable 
reception of an object is more frequently the 
result than stringent criticism. In reviewing 
my action asa writer on art, see more rea- 
son to believe that the tendency has been to 
lead the public to expect too much rather than 
too little of our artists, judged by the higher 
standards of art. 

I am obliged to be personal because the 
charges are personal, although the principles 
involved cover criticism of all kinds. Its su- 
preme rule is to be impersonal as regards the 
author, judging the work irrespective of indi- 
vidual considerations ; in short, to be governed 
solely by the rules of art, loyally sustaining 
every honest effort, while not hesitating to ex- 
pose charlatanism or unfounded pretensions. 
Whenever a writer makes art his special 
study it is his duty to frankly state what is 
either particularly good or bad, and give his 
reasons, leaving the final decision to that culti- 
vated public opinion which, sooner or later, 
puts everything on to its right level. The great 
mass of mediocre work of every nature 
very shortly passes into oblivion, whatever 
noise it may have made at the moment by 
sheer force of adventitious circumstances. The 
difficulty in dealing with mediocre or average 
work is two-fold. First, the critic often has to 
disagree with an exaggerated self-estimate of 
the artist himself or the flattering opinions of 
partial friends, and, secondly, the pecuniary 
interests at stake. If either is touched a hor- 
net’s nestis stirred at once. But there is no 
more reason, as regards the public, why an in- 
dividual who makes statues or pictures should 
expect to sell his work in virtue of his pro- 
fession, whether good or bad, than a baker 
who makes bad bread or a tradesman who 
deals in poor merchandise should succeed at 
the expense of the public. He who has mis- 
taken his calling, whatever may be its preten- 
sions, must accept as philosophically as he can 
the results of his mistake, and should try, be- 
fore too late, to find his proper vocation. 
Nature is many-handed. She gives each indi- 
vidual an innate ability to do something better 
than any one else can do it if he or she but dis- 
cover and cultivate their special talent. In or- 
dinary business none are quicker to find this 
out than Americans. But, as regards art there 
is, [fear, an egotistical blindness among many 
that either disqualifies their own judgment or 
makes them resent that of others which does 
not coincide with their own. At the same 
time, as they find they have more and morea 
growing intelligent public to deal with, 
they put the blame if not disposing 
of their works on any source but the 
true one. When art-criticism first began 
to be felt in New-York asa vital force influ- 
encing public opinion, it was seriously pro- 
posed by the a grieved artists that the writers 
should be publicly horsewhipped. In Flor- 
ence the only lash used is that of assailing 
character and motives in insidious ways. Even 
adverse, or positively enn criticism fre- 
quently benefits an artist, for the public is apt 
to conclude there must be something out of the 
common to cali forth severe animadversion. 
Whistler was better advertised by Ruskin’s 
ferocious comments than he could have been 
by columns of laudatery noticesin the chief 
journals, or the flatteries of a host of ig- 
norant friends. It is in the best interest of 
the artists themselves that independent criti- 
cism be encouraged, whether it always goes to 
the right spot individually or not. In the end, 
they and their calling are bencfited. 

This much I am induced to say on the gen- 
eral charge of hostility to American artists as 
regards my writings, Only within a few days 
Ihave received a letter from an American 
artist residing in Italy, personally unknown to 
me, saying: ‘‘I have always felt indebted and 

ratified for the interest and enthusiasm you 
ve shown in art. Your writings have not 
only assisted me in its pursuit, but have been 
an eneouragement when my prospects looked 
hopeless.’”’? As this is what I seek to accom- 
plish fearlessly and truthfully, it is gratifying 
to receive unimpeachable testimony of suc- 
ceeding even in one instance. I am, however, 
in frequentreceipt of similar acknowledgments, 
which are an “encouragement” for me to con- 
tinue my work as begun. Quite recextly an 
American sculptor residing here, in alluding 
to the extraordinary position taken by a few 
of his brethren as to the duty of Americans, 
and particularly officials, to use their influenee 
and position to induce their countrymen to 
buytheir works, said to me: ‘I consider it 
your duty to point out, whenever occasion 
calls for it, where the bestart can be obtained, 
whether Italian, American, or any other na- 
tionality. Asan artist, of course, [ am happy 
to obtain commissions. Still my interests do 
not blind me to the merits of others, even 
it they are foreigners, and the question of 
nationality has nothing to do with that of 
buying.” This is as magnanimous as true. 
Another well-known sculptor remarked to me: 
‘* My self-respect would prevent me from eom- 
plaining of any one for not inducing buyers to 
come to my studio. I leave this to my works, 
and, so far, I have no cause to complain.” To 
judge from the nature of the offenses charged 
to those who are supposed to have influence 
over buyers, particularly if they hold an offi- 
cial position, it would seem that the proper 
thing for our Government to do would be to 
have every candidate for a post abroad 
examined as to whether his opinions on 
art coincide or not with the  inter- 


ests and opinions of tho unappreciated 
American artists of the place to which he may 
be appointed. I have found nothing myself in 
the Constitution of the United States, the con- 
sular regulations, or the Apostles’ Creed 
which requires a public officer to think that 
Hiram Powers was a greater sculptor than 
Phidias, Thomas Ball than Michel Angelo, 
Duvenenck superior to Titian, or even a water- 
colorist like Newman to Turner. Perhaps the 
civil service rules might be construed so as to 
rs and Consuls to sg exam- 
inatters satisfac a com- 
artists.

Of these 17, 4 
of the artists are absent, 7 refused to join 
the disaffected and hold to contrary opinions, 
leaving 6 only to stir up this tempest in a 
tea-cup. Of these one alone, Mr. Ball, can be 
said to have established a general reputation. 
Longworth and Preston Powers have what- 
ever is left of the prestige of their-father’s 
fame to sustain them. They, as well as 
Mr. Duvenenck, yet have their spurs to win 
in art. The others, mostly being their pupils 
or followers, and not yet known in the gen- 
eral art world, require no mention. It was a 
misfortune to Hiram Powers to have acquired 
a reputation vastly forpeesing his real artistic 
merit, for the reaction in the public mind may 
possibly depress him overmuch before the right 
alance is struck. He barely escaped outliv- 
ing hisfame. If Mr. Ball outlives his it will 
be due to his own labors in producing statues 
like those of Sumner and Quincy. Charles 
Sumner was my friend and art sympathizer. 
Knowing him well, I could not refrain 
from mildly intimating in print that 
Ball’s effigy was a sad and heavy af- 
fair. For such an offense I am stigmatized 
as hostile to American art. Heaven save 
the mark! Would that I could save American 
art from any more portrait statues of similar 
calibre. Wendell Phillips did not mince 
phrases when he wrote, ‘‘ Boston seems hag- 
ridden with Thomas Ball, and so groans under 
the infliction of hideous statues.” I fear Mr 
Phillips as an art critic does not meet the re- 
uirements that Mr. Bail and his associates con- 
sider indispensable toa United States Consul 
in their immediate vicinitv; for he calls the 
Webster of Powers ‘‘an ugly mass of iron,” 
and puts down Greenough’s Franklin as some- 
thing worse than the ‘‘ clumsy mass” of Ball’s 
Quincy, while the Sumner is termed an “‘ frish 
porter in his Sunday clothes,” with his 
‘*“ shoulders and chest rising out of a barrel.’’ 
The fact is evident payee question, except 
to the voluntary blind, that the American 
amateur of 1881 is no longer whathe was in 
1861, or even ten yearsago. Art knowledge 
and culture have increased rapidly in the 
United States of late, and serious buyers know 
their own wants better than any one else, and 
discriminate intelligently between the com- 
monplace ‘or bad, and that which shows 
originality of idea and masterly execution, 
without troubling themselves to inquire wheth- 
er the artist was born in the Abruzzi or Neva- 
da. They wish to get the best for their money 
in any event. The buyers who come to Italy 
now bring with them the experiences 
they have acquired in the studios of the 
best Parisian artists, and have no taste for any- 
thing not up to high modern standards, either 
in sculpture or painting. If my writings have 
in any humbie way contributed to this result 
I see no reason to regret them. My best wish 
isthat American artists may surpass those 
standards, as I believe they will finally. But 
this can never be done if amateurs are required 
to limit their choice to what afew compara- 
tively barren and slow-producing studios in 
Florence may have to show of mediocre 
work, with no signs of progress or variety of 
inventions from year to year. I hailed 
with enthusiasm Thaxter’s clay model of an 
ideal group as an indication that our country 
might be entering the field of fresh creative 
art with a work which, possibly, would make 
the best sculptors of the old schools of Europe 
look to their laure!s lest they be carried off by 
young America. 1 have equally expressed my 
satisfaction at Larkin Mead’s broad, spirited, 
and effective bas-relief compositions for the 
Washington Monument. \ In this high depart- 
ment of art, requiring great constructive skill 
of grouping human beings and animals and 
delineating historv, he gives evidence of dis- 
tinctive ability. Others can be named who, 
studying, making progress in the right direc- 
tion, bid fair to be the strong seed of the 
future of our school of sculpture. The old 
popular glamour and romance regarding art, 
as a sort of fairyland of the imagination, con- 
ferring certain immunities of positive work 
and judgment which do not exist in anv other 
profession, are giving place to more practical 
and sensible views. Artis seen to be subject 
to the same rules of labor, progress, and suc- 
cess, of severe study and loyalty to its prin- 
ciples, as any other intellectual pursuit. Those 
who have taken it up without sufficient con- 
sideration as to their natural qualifica- 
tions, and especially those who, possessing 
some aptitude for art, but follow it 
in a fianeur-like way, greedy for un- 
earned praise, fiattered by  imagina- 
tive, gushing young women or inexperienced 
friends into the conceit of being geniuses be- 
fore wig any evidence to the world 
of their ing on the level of the 
opinions of their admirers or subjecting 
themselves to the true tests of high 
art—all these, as failure comes practically 
home to them, instead of venting their animos- 
ity on the critics who have taken them at their 
own words to try the soundness of their 
claims to distinction, or attributing their dis- 
appoints in disposing of their productions to 
the machinations of United States officials in 
deterring millionaires from coming to their 
studios, each and all should seek the true causes 
of their failures within themselves, not 
others. Their real grievance is their in- 
dividual inability to come up to _ the 
level of their own pretensions. It is painful to 
outlive reputation, but a quick fuelless flame 
soon burns out. It is still more disagreeable 
to have put forth pretensions which the public 
fail to recognize. There is no remedy but to 
submit to the decision of the world in all such 
matters. Where there is real genius, sooner or 
later it comes to the front; not by querulous 
whining, fault-finding, and disparaging others, 
but by putting its own shoulders to the wheel. 
All that any Government official can do in the 
matter, I know, is always cheerfully done at 
the consulate; 7. ¢., to keep the list of Ameri- 
can artists in Florence, and none others, con- 
spicuously displayed, recommending all their 
countrymen to go to their studios and judge 
for themselves.

THE DEFECT IN THY ANTI-TREATING 
LAW. 
From-the Milwaukee Wisconsin, April 18. 

It is generally conceded that the decision of 
Judge Mallory, on a test case under that law, will 
dispose of it so effectually that no one willattempt 
to enforce its provisions. The Judge decided that 
the amendment is affixed to a statute previously 
repealed, and that the Anti-treating law is not 
complete of itself, without the efficacy of the pre- 
viously repealed statute. It is possible that an 


amendment to a void statute may be a law, pro- 
vided the amendment itself is complete in all its 
provisions; but in this case the Anti-treating law 
enacts that it was to be a law of the State, “by 
adding” its penalties to a previous law, but inas- 
much ‘as the Judge decides that that statute is re- 
pealed, it. seems gare clear that the amendment is 
not a law, aocording to the decisions of the courts, 
Many politicians regard this as a happy solution of 
the difficulty, as it eliminates the Anti-treating law 
from the issues of the next canvass, merely be- 
cause. by a legislative mistake there is no Valid 
law of that character on the statute-book.

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ANNIVERSARY OF THB OLD GUARD 
AN ADDRESS, A PARADE, AND A DINNER IN 
DUE COMMEMORATION OF IT. 

Yesterday was the anniversary of the or- 
ganization and incorporation of the Old Guard, 
and { the’ day was celebrated with a parade, 
an anniversary address, anda dinner at Delmoni- 
co’s. Something over a hundred members assem- 
bled in the armory at Fourteenth-street and Sixth- 
avenue in the afternoon, and at 4 o’y'ock began a 
march to the Church of the Holy Trinity, at Forty- 
second-street and Madison-avenue, to lister to an 
address by the Rev. Dr. Stephen H. Tyng, Jr., Chav- 


lain of the segment, The Old Guard was under 
the command of Major George W, McLean, Capts. 
G. A. Fuller-and Henry Faris, and Lieuts, Ballin, 
Hamel, Bruce, and Page. In the Church of the 
Holy Trinity ‘“ America” ‘was sung by the 
audience, and Dr. Tyng gave an interesting 
historical discourse on *“ The Citizen Soldier.” 
‘The foundation of our present National Guard,” 
Dr. Tyng said, “including all the Militia of the 
State, was the effective work of the Light Guard 
formed in 1826 and the City Guard organized in 1833. 
These two companies, under the original titles of 
the Tompkins Blues and the Pulaski Cadets, were 
called into existenee to tender the hospitality of 
the City to visiting military organizations from 
Boston and elsewhere. Out of this common de- 
sign to;fulfill the {honorable duties of citizens 
to honored guests has really been de- 
veloped that military system’ which is the glory of 
our State. Let us not, however, fail to remember 
that hospitality does not exhaust the history of the 
two companies to which Ihave referred. The re- 
organization of the State Militia and the abolition 
of flank companies destroyed the identity and inde- 
peneees of these companies. They became and 
uring the civil war served with distinction as 
Company A, of the Seventy-first Regiment, and as 
Company C, of the Ninth Regiment, besides fur- 
nishing a number of fieid, staff, and line officers for 
other regiments. Their well-fulfilled duties as 
hosts and their far-famed courtesy to guests did 
not make them either epicureans or sybarites. 
They were as brave as any in the days which tried 
men’s souls. 

“On April 22, 1848, the Old Guard was incorpo- 
rated by the Legislature ‘to afford pecuniary re- 
lief to indigent or reduced members and their 
widows and children; to promote social union and 
fellowship, and preserve and continue the recol- 
lections of service in the Light Guard and City 
Guard.’ Through all these years it has been true 
to the purposes of its founders. At various times 
it has received and entertained visiting Militia from 
other States, and by a series of sojourns inthe 
Southern States has done its partin mitigating the 
sectional prejudices which have afflicted our com- 
mon country. That the benevoient feature 
of this organization has been consist- 
ently maintained I can personally testify. 
This organization stands for the citizen soldier. 
The term would seem to be a solecism were we not 
so well informed of its consistency and force. 
With the memories of experiences together in the 
service of the State and the Nation we give a defini- 
tion to the title which no dictionary could con- 
tain. The citizen soldier has proved himself 
by brave deeds to be worthy the admiration 
and confidence of a Metropolis and a Nation that he 
has shielded and helped to save. It is easy to make 
merry over the tinsel of a uniform, but a true 
heart beneath it may be sublimely indifferent to 
such scorn.” 

After the services in the church the Old Guard 
marched A Fifth-avenue to Delmonico’s and ate 
dinner. There were about a hundred and twenty 
members present and 9 number of guests. Amon 
the latter were Gen. Alexander Shaler, Gen. Lloy 
Aspinwall, and Gen. McMahon. The dinner was 
followed by toasts and speeches, and by the time 
the party broke up at least one member thought it 
was pretty late; that was Mr. Henry Mendell, the 
oldest member of the Old Guard, a lively old gen- 
tleman of 82.

ONCE IN MANY CENTURIES. 

Yesterday was marked by an event in as- 
tronomy which was only important from the mag- 
nitude of the conceptions of time and space in- 
volved in it—the conjunction of the larger planets 
of the solar system, Jupiter, Saturn, and Neptune, 
which began during the forenoon and will con- 
tinue, though not with absolute exactness, forsey- 
eral days. When a direct line drawn from the cen- 


tre of the sun’s mass to the externa! nit of the 
solar system would pass through the centres of any 
two or more planets, then these planets are said to 
bein conjunction, esterday, such a line drawn 
from the ceutre of the earth to the centre of the 
sun, and thence continued to the centre of Nep- 
tune, at the outer limit of the system, would have 
passed through Jupiter and Saturn. Venus, more 
rapid in movement apparently, is drawing near the 
ideal line thus drawn, and Mercury, though not 
on the same side of the solar orb, is 
swiftly wheeling into rank with the rest. Before 
the two smaller orbs have overtaken their genial 
fellows in the race, however, the latter will have 
separated, not to meet again in conjunction for 
many centuries. Such a revolution has been 
wrought in the methods of their science by the 
spectroscope and the photograph that astrono- 
mers consider the mere descriptive observations of 
the telescope as of no material importance; anda 
conjunction of planets furnishes no scope for or? 
thing except descriptive wore. Observations will, 
no doubt, be taken casually during the period of 
the conjunction, but no importance to any of the 
living problems of science is associated with an 
event which 100 years ago would have commanded 
the supreme interest of scientists.

THE METROPOLITAN’S NEW DINING-ROOM 
Judge Hilton re-opened last night the dining- 
room of the Metropolitan Hotel, which was de- 
stroyed by fire on the 28d January. The room is 
the largest in New-York, being 33 feet high, 60 feet 
broad, and 90 feet deep. Under the Lelands the 
; decorations were sombre. Now, on designs 
furnished by Judge Hilton, the dining-room 
js sumptuous, artistic, and comfortable. 
The old mirrors have been replaced by nine mir- 
rors framed in carved mahogany, and the walls 
and ceiling are decorated in the Queen Anne 
style, relieved by Eastlake panels and borderings. 
The central dome in the ceiling is a sky scene, 
with a trellis covered with flowers; underneath is 
the central chandelier, a mass of iridescent crys- 
tal, which cost $6,000. Beside this six chandeliers 
are suspended from the roof, and there are 10 
chandellers suspended from artistic brackets near 
the mirrors, which surround the room. Forty- 
eight tables, which will seat 400 guests, are dis- 
posed in four rows. They are square, and the 
chairs are of the same pattern, and upnolstered in 
green stamped morocco. The linen and other 
table i Oe are new, and the appearance of 
the hall last night was dazzling. ‘The guests of the 
hotel wiil dine in the room to-day.

‘VETERANS HOUSED SUMPTUOUSLY. 
SOME ACCOUNT OF AN ELEGANT ROOM IN THE 
SEVENTH’S NEW ARMORY. 

Ten thousand, considered by itself, may be 
called a large number, but 10,000 compared with 
1,250,000 seems positively small. As only 10,000 
persons out of a population of 1,250,000 viewed 
the Veterans’ Room of the Seventh Regiment 
Armory atits opening on Monday night, it may 
‘justly be said that the room has been seen by com- 
paratively few persons. The room is unique in its 
appointments and decorations, and is undoubtedly 
the most magnificent apartment of the kind in this 
country. The following description of it, in the 
preparation of which the writer has been greatly 


assisted by an interesting pamphlet written by 
‘Ike Marvel’ and printed by a member of the 
Veterans’ Association, may be prefaced by saying 
that the decorations of the room were de- 
signed and supervised by Mr. Louis C. Tiffany, 
assisted by Mr. Samuel Coleman, who advised 
respecting color and the Oriental features, Messrs. 
Yewell and Millet, who had special charge of the 
frieze and of the historic investigations involved; 
Mr. White of the firm of McKim, Meade & White, 
who superintended the architectural arrange- 
‘ments, and Mrs. C. Wheeler, ‘*to whose directing 
care and skill are due the superb embroideries.” 
The room occupies the north-western corner of the 
building, is in the general form of a parallelogram, 
of about 36 by 45 feet, and has an area of about 
1,600 square feet. The tower at the north-western 
angle of the building affords access at that corner 
of the room, 

The main approach is through the library of the 
armory, and as soon as the oaken doors are thrown 
apart the visitor is placed in view of Bigger 
“heavy with banded plush and sparkling with 
steel and brass.” From these his eyes turn nat- 
urally to the oaken wainscot, rising above the 
door tops, and then to the walls glinted with a me- 
tallic lustre derived from the yellowish light which 
comes from the olive backgrounds of the trans- 
lucent mosaics before the windows. Higher up 
still is a quaintly figured frieze, and above all the 
great rough-hewn, half-rounded rafters of the ceil- 
ing. Across the oaken floor of margueterie is a broad 
fire-place, fitted with a flamboyant iron crane of 
antique make, brought from Italy, and designed 
originally, no doubt, for fome baronial hall. From 
this crane the artist has taken his cue for the de- 
sign of the two great chandeliers, in which the 
flamboyance is repeated, and whieh stretch 
almost across the room and have serrted 
rows of light at either end. Against the 
wall over the fire-place is a large mosaic showing a 
dragon beating sea into foam, and an eagle or yul- 
ture making for it with beak and claw. Of furni- 
ture, there is not much display. A great table of 
plain oak, not very highly polished, stands in the 
middle of the floor with cylindrical legs grouped at 
each angle and set off by a single band or chaplet 
of silvered ornamentation in relief. A dozen huge 
arm chairs finished with pressed leather and sug- 
gesting comfort itself, complete the furniture of 
the room. Other seats are provided, however, by 
settees of oak fitted into the wainscot, and having 
such a tint of pressed leather as makes them seem, 
at a glance, a part of the wainscot itself, until one 
comes to see the great silvered nails which hold 
the leather stretched in one continuous sweep from 
the top of the back to the front edge of the seat. 
Besides the portieres already spoken of and the 
leather finishings of the chairs and settees, there 
other ornamentations in a few short-skirted cur- 
tains of plush, set off with rings of gold and em- 
broidery of silver, which screen the lower parts of 
the windows. 

The recess in the north-west corner already 
spoken of is partly concealed by a ponderous 
beam, crossing the ceiling from east to west and 
supported by two huge iron columns planted close 
to either wall. The decoration has still further 
concealed, or at least excused, this irregularity of 
outline by throwing a balcony across the recess, 
the balustrade and Moorish screens of which run 
in unison with the general wall front. Of the 
oaken wainscots the characteristic feature is the 
presence of sunken iron panels with raised bor- 
ders, set off with round silvered bolt-heads. The 
surfaces of these bolt-heads are tinted, not, how- 
ever, with paint or stain, “ but with their own rust, 
in splotches and wonderfully fine flecks of red and 
gold ochre, as if salt spray blown from the sea had 
flown in upon them and left its markings.” This 
rust treatment, singularly beautiful in some of its 
tracings, has alse been applied to the great iron 
transverse beams which support the chandeliers. 
A band of carved work runs along the upper edge 
of the wainscot entirely around the room. 

The wall above the wainscot is of a bluish gray 
tint, dappled over with looplets of copper and 
silver. ‘‘ As for the stained windows,” says the 
pamphlet, ‘‘which pierce this wall, a glazier might 
describe them as Oriental in treatment; angular, 
with olive ground, on which are distributed cres- 
cents of opals or jewels; but such description, even 
if true, would give no idea of the rich aggregate of 
colors thrown by them on the mailed walls and over 
the chained columns.’

GENERALTELEGRAPH NEWS 
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A COLORED MURDERESS HANGED. 
THE CRIME FOR WHICH LUCINDA FOWLKES 
SUFFERED DEATH IN VIRGINIA. 
MEHERRIN, Va., April 22.—Lucinda Fowlkes, 
colored, was hanged at Lunenburg Court-house to- 
day for the murder of her husband in January 
last. The sentence was executed within an in- 
closure erected for the purpose in the rear of the 
jail. The State law requiring all hanging to be 
done privately, only the necessary officers, one 
preacher, and three other persons witnessed the 
execution. Outside, a crowd of whites and 


colored people, numbering about 100, had gath- 
ered. There was no disorder. The condemned 
woman, on being visited this morning, was found 
quiet and apparently unconcerned, She said she 
had slept as usual during the night, and had prayed 
& good deal. She had no dread of death, and 
trusted in the sin-forgiving God to whom 
she knew she was going; she said no one was im- 
plicated in the killing of her husband but herself; 
she had done it, and the negro Deans, who was 
suspected of opsnpieay was a as clear as an 
angel.” Her husband was jealous of Deans, she 
said, but without cause. She killea him because he 
was mean to her, and constantly abusing and beat- 
ing her. These statements she adhered to to the last. 
At about 100’clock a colored preacher was ad- 
mitted to her cell, where he remained until the 
time of the execution. A crowd, mostly colored 
people, had collected, and nay mee | the voice of 
the preacher within could be heard giving out 
hymns, which were taken up and sung with re- 
ligious fervor by those outside, Ata few minutes 
after 11 o’clock, the woman, dressed in a white 
cotton * gown, was taken out by Sheriff 
J. W. Ellis and escorted by a guard to the scaffold, 
where a few minutes were occupied in reading the 
death sentence, tying the arms and lower limbs, 
&c. She was asked if she desired to say anything, 
and answered, ‘ No more than to bid all farewell.’’ 
The black cap was then pulled over her face and 
the rope adjusted around the neck, and, at a signal 
from the Sheriff, the hangman, who had been hired 
for the occasion, sprung the trap at 11:35 o'clock. 
There was no struggling and few muscular contrac- 
tions. The _— had ceased beating in 8 minutes, 
and, after hanging 12 minutes longer, the body 
was taken down. ge in arude coffin, and buried 
near the jail. The body will doubtless be taken 
up to-night, as the woman had consented that the 
doctors should have it. 

The village of Keysville, Charlotte County, Va., 
was thrown into a flutter of excitement on the 
morning of Jan. 15 last by the intelligence that 
Wilson Fowlkes, a colored man living about two 
miles distant in the Fr ag ee county of Lunen- 
burg, had been accidentally kiiled by falling into a 
well on his premises. Fowlkes, being held in much 
esteem, had many friends in Keysville and its vicin- 
ity. and consequently in a very short time a crowd 
of persons, white and black, had gathered at his 
place to ascertain the particulars of the affair. In 
ashort time the fact was developed that some- 
thing more thana mere accident had occurred, and 
a searching investigation was at once insti- 
tuted, which elicited the following points: 
Blood and brains, presumably of the deceased 
man, were found on the frozen ground 
between the door of his house and the well. and 
also on his bed and in other places in the room 
where he slept. Evidence that efforts were made 
to cover up the crime was not wanting. A blanket 
on the bed in whieh Fowlkes usually slept had a 
corner sewed up, which, upon being onvened, dis- 
closed more brains and gore; an overcoat of 
Fowlkes’s, found folded up in an adjoining room, 
disclosed the same bloody evidence, and brains 
were also found spattered on the inside of the well 
near its mouth. The body was taken from the 
well, when it was found that the forehead had 
been completely crushed in, as if by some heavy 
blunt weapon, wielded with much force. These 
proofs, with other circumstances, directed 
suspicion toward Fowlkes’s wife, and she 
was taken into custody. Fowlkes and _ his 
wife had been heard quarreling a few days 
before. Mrs. Fowlkes was infatuated with a 
negro named Isaac Deans. Her association 
with him went to the extreme of wifely depravity, 
and her proclivities in this respect found exercise 
in drawing Deans about the premises during the 
absence of her husband. Later these facts as- 
sumed the shape of sworn testimony. Fowlkes 
had frequently admonished his wife of the impro- 
— of her conduct with Deans, and on the Sun- 

ay preceding his murder, finding that words had 
no effect, he administered a severe castigation to 
the woman, which, together with a threat that if 
Deans came upon his premises again he would 
shoot her, must have enraged the woman and led 
to the subsequent tragedy. Deans again visited 
the wife early on the morning of the murder, and 
she, fearing, doubtless, that Fowlkes would awake, 
or perhaps carried away by her guilty love for her 
paramour, resolved to do away with her husband. 
She seized an axe in use about the house, went to 
the room where her husband was asleep, and, with 
one blow, crushed in his skull. She then dragged 
the body to the well and threw itin to create a 
false impression as to the cause of his death, and 
returned to the house to hide, if possible, the 
bloody evidence of the crime before her children 
(of whom there are four—one a grown daughter) 
should awake. 

On her arrest the woman confessed the crime. 
At her trialshe was without counsel until after 
she had pleaded guilty to the indictment, when the 
court assigned an attorney for her defense. The 
first averment was withdrawn and a plea of not 
guilty entered. Hercounsel did everything possi- 
ble, but a verdict of guilty was rendered, and she 
was sentenced to be hanged. An effort to secure 
a new trial failed. Gov. Holliday was next ap- 
pealed to for a commutation of the death sentence 
to imprisonment for life, but there being no ex- 
tenuating circumstances, he declined to interfere. 
The colored people of the neighborhood were very 
much excited over the murder, and would have 
dealt summarily with the culprit but for the inter- 
ference and better counsels of the whites.

Cunningham was a com- 
mission merchant, and Chandler was formerly em-

THE HORSE DISEASH IN CHICAGO. 


——_—~.__—_ 

A LARGE NUMBER OF ANIMALS AFFECTED— 
SYMPTOMS OF THE ATTACK AND THE 
TREATMENT GENERALLY GIVEN. 

From the Chicago Journal, April 19. 

A very malignant form of disease is prevas. 
lent among the horses of the city, and a large per- 
centage of the number are in consequence unfitted 
for work, and are kept in the barn for treatment. 
It first appears in the feet, just above the hoof, and 
develops very rapidly. A horse may go into the 
barn or stable at night with scarcely anything ap- 
parently ailing him, and be found the next morning 
unable to move from the stall. The first indica 
tion is a swelling, followed by a suppuraticn, 


which breaks out, producing a kind of run- 
ning sore. As the disease grows the legs 
becomes swollen, and sometimes it spreads 
to the body, and when this occurs it is likely 
to result fatally. The causeis attributed to two 
sources. Some claim that the salt sprinkled on the 
car track during the past Winter is responsible for 
the disease. The other cause is said to be the long 
season of snow, ice, and frost, with frequent inter- 
vals of rain or moisture, in which the feet have 
stood while on the street or at work. 

Mr. Volney Turner, President of the North Side 
Street Car Company, when questioned in regard ta 
the . disease, replied that it was very prevalent, 
About 20 per cent., or 2,000 of the horses sonaing 
to his company, were laid up withit. He though 
it was something like chilblains and produced in a 
similar way. Some horsemen called it “greased 
heels.” When asked if the cause was attrib- 
utable to the salt sprinkled on the track 
during the Winter, he replied that it was 
not. Not only were car horses affected, but 
also horses employed in other businesses. 
It vas not confined to the city, as cases had oc- 
curred in thecountry. Horses used only in private 
carriages were also diseased in the same way. 
While he wanted to bny new horses to replace hig 
sick ones, he dared not do it, because he could not 
be guaranteed freedom from the disease. He asked 
the reporter to accompany him through the stablea 
adjoining. A large number of horses were found 
suffering in various stages of the disease. Some 
had just become affected, and only small swellings 
could be seen making their appearance above the 
heels. In others the swelling had burst and laid 
open a sickening sore, from which pus and blood 
were running. Three or fourof the horses were 
lying down, unable to move, except with great 
difficulty. In a few horses the disease had 
worked itself? above the knee joint, Se 
far, Mr. Turner had no fatal cases to re- 
port. The recovery takes two weeks, and in 
some cases it will be as many months. This oc- 
curs, however, in exceptionally severe cases. On 
case was found where it is probable that-the hoo 
will partiy decay and anew one grow in its stead. 
Even then there will be a permanent deformity. 
Good treatment will greatly aid in preventing the 
disease in many instances from assumingsuch a 
dangerous form. During the prevalence of the 
disease the horse must be kept from work, for 
travel aggravates it. If it continues to spread, 
street car travel will be impeded, if not entirely 
poo spe a This morning the North Siae Company 
took off four cars, known as trippers. Mr. Turner 
a= a say that the disease is contagious or that 

s not. 

The West Side Company was called upon for in- 
formation. Mr. Lake, the Superintendent, was not 
in, but his assistant, Mr. Swinarton, said that he 
was informed that yesterday 75 of their horses 
were sick and unfit for work. The horses at the 
barns on the South Side are ail more or less affected 
by the disorder, although there has been no mor- 
tality, and the animals are notin any case entirely 
disabled. Mr. Brown, the superintendent of the 
stables at Twentieth-street, gives a reasonable ex- 
planation of the cause of the disease and its char- 
acter. Hesaysitis a sort of aggravated form of 
the scratches, and is caused by long and continu- 
ous exposure to cold and wet. The extremities of 
the horses are so far from the centre of circu- 
lation that they get chilled, and then 
passing into a warm barn there ensues a reaction 
which creates inflammation in the tissues, inducing. 
feyerishness and chap, and the oily substance that 
nature has provided under the fetlock in the lower 
pastern joint asa lubricator to prevent cracking, 
becomes dried up, the glands become diseased, 
and the oil runs out more freely than it should, 
There is, Mr. Brown thinks, a possibility of this be- 
ing in some sort a sequel to the epizooty. Thera 
may be a little blood poisoning in the system, and 
this would naturally develop first in the extremi- 
ties, these being the weakest. There is no fear of 
mortality among the horses if they are 
properly cared for. The treatment use 
in the South Sides barns is a poultice o 
linseed-meal, with a weak solution of carbolio 
acid, which is a healer. When the inflammation 
subsides an application of pulverized alum, borax, 
and charcoal is used. On those streets which are 
rapidly drying up, such as Wabash-avenue, a 
marked improvement has been noted during the 
past two days. The worst street on the line ia 
State, and there the animals are suffering most. 
When the streets get thoroughly dry, the company 
anticipate that the dissease will disappear. 

Mr. Frank Parmelee, the bus man, stated thas 
the disease had appeared amoung his stock, but was 
not so bad now as it was last week. It was very 
painful and made its appearance about the fetlock, 
between the hoof and fetlock jotnt. It was like 
the epizootic—a really unaccountable disease. Ha 
had lost one horse from it. It had put him to tha 
expense of buying 30 or 40 horses to keep his busi- 
ness moving, as the sick horses were unable to 
work, The disease made ftself known by the ap- 
pearance of scratches or scalds in a very bad form. 
He didn’t think that it was caused by salt on the 
street railroad tracks, because it was prevalent in 
all the country around. The express companies 
are unanimous in reporting that their stock is suf- 
fering more or less from the complaint, and sey- 
eral of the horses in the Fire Department are suf- 
fering slightly.

THE DARK DAY IN CANADA. 


THE UNEXPLAINED PHENOMENON OF NOVEM~- 
BER, 1819. 

In some interesting and graphic reminiscences 
of Montreal 60 years ago, Mr. J. H. Dorwin writes 
to the Montreal Star as follows: “ What was the 
strangest occurrence of that time, or rather the 
strangest thing that ever happened in the history 
of this country, was what has been always known 
as the ‘Phenomenon of 1819.’ On the morning 
of Sunday, Nov. 8, 1819, the sun rose upon a cloudy 
sky, which assumed, as the light grew upon it, a 
strange greenish tint, varying in places to an inky 
blackness. After a short time the whole sky be< 
came terribly dark, dense black clouds filling the 
atmosphere, and there followed a heavy shower of 
rain, which appeared to be something of the nature 
of soap-suds, and was found to have deposited 
after settling a substance in all its qualities 
resembling soot. Late in the afternoon the 
sky cleared to its natural aspect, and the next 


day was fine and frosty. On the morning of Tues 
day, the 10th, heavy clouds again covered the sky, 
and changed rapidly from a deep green to a pitchy 
black, and the sun, when occasionally seen through 
them, was sometimes of a dark brown or an un- 
earthly yellow color, and again bright orange, and 
even blood red. Theclouds constantly deepened 
in colorand density, and later on a heavy vapor 
seemed to descend to the earth, and the day be- 
came almost as dark as night, the gloom increasin 
and diminishing most fitfully. At noon lights ha 
to be burned in the Court-house, the banks, and 

ublic offices of the city. Everybody was more or 
ess alarmed, and many were the conjectures as to 
the cause of the remarkable occurrence. The 
more sensible thought that immense woods or prai- 
ties were on fire somewhere to the west, others 
said that a great volcano must have broken out in 
the Province, still others asserted that our moun- 
tain was an extinct crater about to resume opera: 
tions andto make of thecity a second Pompei; 
the superstitious quoted an old Indian Prophesy, 
that one day the Isiand of Montreal was to be de- 
stroyead by an earthquake, and some even cried 
that the world was about to come to an end 
About the middle of the afternoon a great body of 
clouds seemed to rush suddenly over the city, and 
the darkness became that of night. A pause and 
hush for a moment or two succeeded, and then 
one of the most glaring flashes of lightning ever 
beheld flamed over the country, aecompanied by*a 
clap of thunder which seemed to shake the city ta 
its foundations.

Another rush o 
clouds came, and another vivid flash of Nehtuing, 
which was seen to strike the spire of the old French 
parish church and to play curiously about the largs 
iron cross at its summit before descending to 
the ground. A moment later came the climax of 
the day. Every bellin the city suddenly rung out 
the alarm of fire: ard the affrighted citizens rushed 
out from their houses into the streets and made 
their way in the gloom toward the church, until 
Place d’Armes was crowded with people, their 
nervés ali unstrung bp the awful events of the day, 
gazing at, but scarcely daring to approach tha 
strange sight before them. The sky above and 
around was as black as ink, but right in one spot ia 
mid-air aboye them was the summit of the spire, 
with the lightning playing about it shining like a 
sun. Directly the great fron cross, together with 
the ball at its foot, fellto the grouad with a crash 
and was shivered to pieces. But the darkest hous 
comes just before the dawn. The glow above 

adually subsided and died out, the people grew 
less fearful and returned to their homes, the real 
night came on, and when next morning dawned 
everything was bricht and clear, and the world 
was a3 natural as before. The phenomenon wag 
noticed in a greater or less degree from Quebec ta 
Kingston, and far into the States, but Montreal) 
seemed its centre.

PLENTY OF TESTIMONY THAT THE 
STRERTS WERE FILTHY. 


CITIZENS WHO WERE COMPELLED TO PAY 


TO HAVE THEIR ASHES AND GARBAGE 
REMOVED—HOW A LADY'S HORSE WAS 
KILLED—AMUSING INCIDENTS. 

The Potice Commissioners wore each a full- 


blown rose of large proportions in his button-bole 


during yesterday's session of their trial before the 
Mayor. Mrs. Catherine Garrett, owner of the 
premises Nos. 149 and 151 Leonard-street, was the 
first witness called. She described the condition of 


that street as filthy in the extreme. It had not 
been cleaned for four months. 


during the Winter she sent a load of coal to one of 
her tenants. In attempting to back up to the curb 


over the ridge of snow, ice. and refuse the cart was 
overturned upon the sidewalk, injuring the horse 
80 severely that he had to be shot. Mr. Root called 
the witness’ attention to an ordinance requiring 
owners of houses to level the snow and ice from 
the front of their premises so as to make the street 


passable for vehicles, and asked her whether she 


knew of its existence. She replied that she did, 


and that she had endeavored: to conform to it, but 


pwing to the presence of the dirt she could not 
accomplish the impossible. 

Mr. Root—On'y the Police Commissioners are 
expected to accomplish the impossible. 

Mrs. Garrett—If the Police Commissioners had 


done their duty, as they did on other occasions, 
there would have been no trouble. In 40 years I 


never had occasion to make a complaint of the 
kind before. Cart-loads ot dirt couid have been 
taken away without interfering with the snow 
and ice. 

Henry A. Hartman, baker, at No. 151 Leonard- 


street, corroborated his landlady. He added that 


he sent a letter of complaint to Police Head- 


quarters in March last threatening to bring the 


matter before tne Grand Jury. The letter was 
written on a Friday, and the street was cleaned on 
the following Sunday. George Stuart, foreman of 
Henry Welsh’s wholesale grocery in Franklin- 
street, testified that the condition of that street 
was such that it was almost impossible to get 
trucks in or out. The firm had been obliged to 
pay cartmen in the employ of the Police Depart- 
tnent to have their ashes and rubbish removed. 
The men refused to take it without pay. Itcostin 
the neighborhood of $100 per year for this service. 
The witness also volunteered the statement that 
Washington-street. from North Moore to Franklin, 
In front of one of Mr. Welsh’s two other stores, is 
pow so filled with mud that the firm refuse to 
stand it any longer. No attempt had been made 
to clean it or to remove ashes from it since last 
Fall. To Mr. Root the witness said that he paid 
money to different men whose names he did not 
know, but expressed his willingness to be present 
atthe Fifth Precinct Police Station at 7 o’clock 
this morning and try to identify them. 

Mr. Root—We will have them all drawn up in 
line, and if you pointthem out the course will be 
taken with them that they deserve. 

The witness (doubtfully)—We would like a guar- 
antee that our ashes will be removed. [Laughter.] 

Mr. Root—If you assist the Police Commissioners 
in dealing properly with those you have bribed that 
will be the best guarantee you will require. 

In response to further questions the witness said 
that the ashes spoken of were the product of a fur- 
nace which runs two small engines in the Franklin- 
street house. Mr. Root asked whether he did not 
know that it was not customary for the Police De- 
ee regen employes to remove such ashes, and 

eing answered in the affirmative, said severely: 
* How can you expect the employes of the Street- 
rleaning Bureau to do their work faithfully as they 
have been directed to do it by their superiors when 
-ou bribe them to consume the City’s time and use 
ts carts and horses to do other work which they 
are prohibited from doing?’ The witness an- 
swered that he did not understand the men to be 
robibited from removing such ashes, but only 
hat they were not obliged todo so. At the Wash- 
Ington-street store, where there are no engines, 
the firm had also been compelled to pay for remoy- 
Ing refuse. When they refused to pay the dirt was 
allowed to remain. The witness had also paid for 
removing ashes and garbage from in front of his 
own residence. In January last a number of em- 

loyes of the Street-cleaning Department passed 

hrough Franklin-street with picks and dumped all 
the ashes and garbage out of the receptacles upon 
the sidewalk, promising that carts would follow 
them and take it away. The carts never came, 
and the stuff remained upon the sidewalk all 
‘Winter. 

Mr. Root—Did you ever go to Police Head-quar- 
ters and complain of the condition of Washington- 
street? 

The Witness—I'’m afraid that would have done 
but little good. 

Mr. Root—it would probably have done more 
good than to bribe the employes of the department. 

The Witness—Do you mean that I ought to have 
bribed the Police Commissioners? (Laughter.) 

Henry Vanderwyk, of No. 263 Broome-street, tes- 
tified that that street had not been cleaned for 
three months. Henry Lawrence, of No. 827 Broome: 
street, did not appear to know much about the 
subject. Connsel for the defense derisively sug- 
gested that Mr. Andrews might call as many more 
of that sort as hechose. Philip Kopf, of No. 826 
Broome-street, corroborated Mr. Vanderwyk. Rob- 
ert L. Scholer, of No. 315 J;roome-street, simply tes- 
tified that a barrel and a box of ashes and refuse 
had been allowed to stand in front of his premises 
four days. Arthur Robertson, who does business 
at No. 1% Cedar-street, swore that six orseven bar- 
rels of ashes stood there three weeks, and that his 
appeals to the ash-cartmen to take them away 
were refused. At this point recess was ordered. 

David Block, of No. 67 Bayard-street, took the 
stand at the opening of the afternoon session. He 
testified that in January Jast the driver of a laden 
ash-cart finding it impossible to get through the 
street on account of the snow and _ ice, dumped his 
Joad into the middle of the roadway and left it 
there. He had paid to have ashes removed. Tho 
street had not been cleaned for over two months. 
To Mr. Bartlett the witness said he was called upon 
by a man who drew up an affidavit for him to sign 
In thecase. He saw the affidavit in the Mayor's 
pifice a few minutes before, 

Mr. Bartlett—Have you the affidavit, Mr. An- 
firews? 

Mr. Andrews—I don’t know as it’s any of your 
business whether I have or not. 

Mr. Bartlett—I ask your Honor to order the affi- 
davit given to us in order that we may fix the date 
of this visit. 

er Grace—I will reserve my decision on that 
point. 

Mr. Bliss—We will reserve the cross-examination 
of the witness until your Honor decides. 

Mr. Block was told to stand aside, and he did so 
mosis Mr. Henry E. Pellew was the next wit- 
ness. e made an examination of certain streets 
jn March last im company with Mr. Drexel, Mr. 
Sherwood, and Mr. Whitehead, and found them 
excessively dirty and foul-smelling. He gave his 
testimony aided by a report which he made to the 
Mayor at the time, and as this was interlarded 
‘vith opinions and suggestions he had Mr. Bliss 
constantly on his feet interposing objections. At 
length the witness stopped indignantly, and asked 
** How would you do it yourself, Sir ?’”” (Laughter. | 

Mr. Bliss—I am not a witness, but I would doit 
better than you. 

Mr. Pellew—Perhaps 80. 

Mayor Grace—(to Mr. Bliss)—Can’t you walt to 
cross-examine the witness until the proper time? 

Mr. Bliss—I suppose I can, but I will say that 
I never saw a man who had a bad case that didn’t 
=e to get in as many general statements as pos- 
§1D1e. 

Mayor Grace—I supposed I was taking an inquest 
for the purpose of ascertaining the truth. 

Mr. Bliss—An inquest is a proceeding where there 
is no defense, but you'll find before we get through 
that there will be plenty of defense here. 

Mr. Andrews—Not much has appeared thus far. 

Mr. Root—I hope your Honor is not laboring 
onder the misapprehension that this is a Coroner’s 
inguest, [Laughter.] 

ayor Grace—No, Sir. 
exact Fe is wanted. 

Mr. Bliss—We object to the witness’s opinions. 
He may think a street is fonl and I may not. 

Mr. Root—He may have found the street littered 
with Steinway Hall speeches, and considered it 
foul for that reason. 

Mr, Andrews—Or with newspaper reports of your 
speeches. 

Mr. Pellew (to Mr. Root)—Your are anticipating.

He 
had had something to do with organizing the two 
atreet-cleaning mectings—not so much,he was sorry 
to say, with the last one, because his health broke 
down and he was compelled to go South.

LITTLE GIRLS TAUGHT TO SEW.S 


WORE THE WILSON SCHOOL IS DOING—ITS 
ANNIVERSARY COMMEMORATED, 


Twenty-eight years ago, through the efforts 


of a few ladies, a sewing-school for little girls was 
founded in one of the most destitute and poverty- 
stricken quarters of the City. It grew in prestige 
year by year, until the Wilson Industrial School for 
Girls became one of the institutions of the City. 


Yesterday afternoon the twenty-eighth anniver- 
sary of its foundation was observed in the clean and 


attractive school-room at the corner of St. Mark’s- 

lace and Avenue A. Addresses were made by the 

ev. E. W. Donald, the Kev. Dr. R. R. Booth, and 
the Rev. Mr. Mottet. There was something very 
picturesque and attractive in sceing 250 happy- 
faced littie girls, in clean white aprons, listening, 
with rapt attention, to the addresses. The school 
has a ballad of its own, which the girls sang in uni- 
son after Mr. Donald had spoken, clasping their 
tiny little hands, and standing as motionless as 50 


many statues: 


“If ever you wish for information 
In any kind of work, 
Come over to the Wilson, 
For there they never shirk; 
It is a large red building, 
On the corner of Avenue A, 
Where German little children 
Are flocking day by day.” 

The ballad proceeds to tell that there are Gretch- 
ens, there are Berthas, and little Clementines, and 
three school rooms and a sewing-room, and babies 
that never will sit still, but fidget as if they were 
charged with electricity from little batteries cun- 
ningly concealed in their dainty little bodies, 
All these astounding particulars in rhyme 
the little ones enumerated with evident 
gusto, to the very great pleasure of the benevolent 
ladies—among them Mrs. Jonathan Sturgis, Mrs. 
Luther C, Clark, Mrs. A. R. Smith, Mrs. H. W. Hub- 
bard, Mrs. John L. Mason, Mrs. E. Bayard, Mrs, R. 
R. Booth, and others—whose names appear as 
officers and managers. From the report of the last 
year’s operations it euppears that no fewer than 326 
pupils have been registered since the last anniver- 
sary, and that the average attendance has been 
169. Sixty of these 826 little girls under 12 years 
of age are now supporting themselves, and 17 are 
living in families. One is employed by Miss Juliet 
Corson as assistant in her cooking school. Twenty 
have received the ordinance of baptism. The 
Bible reader, Miss Eoyt, has made 2,566 visits to 
poor people during the year. ‘ 

But one of the most pleasing parts of the anni- 
versary was the exhibition of neediework done 
by the children—works of art, such as grand- 
mother, with her tall, old-fashioned cap, or com- 
plete scenes from life, carefully drawn beforehand 
on the fabric by the instructor, and then worked 
by the children with such enthusiasm for beauty 
as only the despair of tenement-house surround- 
ings can engender. In another room sat a little 
girl who had just arranged a miniature household 
juterior. Then there are classes in patching, 
darning, stitching, and sewing, plain and or 
namental. No device, in short, is spared 
to render instruction, not in reading and 
writing and grammar only, but in sewing and 
household work, attractive and pleasant, and to 
bring these prosaic details into relation with the 
love of the beautiful. Each little one gets a good 
dinner every day, and all this is done for $15 per 
annum for each pupil. Indeed, the whole ex- 
penses for the year have been only little more than 
28,000, as was shown by the report read by Mrs. 
Jonathan Sturgis, the President, Six diplomas 
were awarded for proficiency in various depart- 
ments; and, in conclusion, the 250 little ones in 
white aprons stood up with folded hands and sang 
the lovg meter Doxology with such pathos and 
solemnity that tears sprang to Many an eye.

DINNER 70 A CALIFORNIA PIONEER. 

A dinner was given last evening at No, 292 
Broadway to Co]. Samuel Brannan prior to his de- 
parture to found a colony in Mexico. Col. Bran- 
nan was one of the first of the California pioneers, 
and he went there in 1846 with 800 men and soon 
amassed 2 large fortune. He took part in the lay- 
ing out of the city of Sacramento and was the head 
of the memorable Vigilance Committee. When 


Juarez was fighting Maximilian, Col. Brannan 
sent to him, at his own expense, a force 
of picked men called the ‘‘Legion of Honor.” He 
has recently spent a year in California, maturing 
a plan for the colonization of Sonora, and, 
having received a grant from the Mexican Govern- 
ment of 126 square miles of land, proposes to settle 
there a colony of 500families. The tract is situated 
between the Yaquiand Muyo Rivers, and has rail- 
road connections with the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road. Col. Brannan will start with his party of 
colonists inafew days. A jolly company of gen- 
tlemen sat down tothe dinner. They comprised 
old Californians and gentlemen interested in Mexi- 
ean railroads. Wisner H. Townsend presided, and 
during the dinner there was music by a string 
band. After coffee was served, Mr. Brannan re- 
sponded toatoast in his honor, and listened to 
replies to other toasts to the ‘* Republic of Mexico,” 
to ‘The United States,” the ** Progress of Liberty,” 
and to Sefior M. Peniche, a Mexican gentleman 
who is visiting the Northern States to study their 
commercial enterprises. The company did not 
separate until a late hour.

AN ATTEMPTED BURGLARY. 

At about 6 o’clock yesterday morning Post- 
master James Williamson, of Sing Sing, was in- 
formed that the Post Office had been entered by 
burglars and the safetampered with. He hastened 
to his office, where he found the back door standing 
wide open, having been forced by alarge jimmy. the

Further exami- 
nation about the office assured the Postmaster that 
nothing had been stolen.

MINING STOCK EXCHANGE SALES—APRIL 22, 
FIRST CALI—10:30 A. M. 
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The chief feature of the share speculation 
to-day was the raid made on the elevated rail- 
way stocks, which was based on rumors 
prejudicial to the financial interests of the 
companies, but which, upon investigation, 
were found to be entirely devoid of founda- 
tion. They had, however, a very depressing 
influence, Metropolitan selling off 7, Manhat- 
tan 34%, and New-York 2 # cent., the two first 
mentioned recovering 144 andl # cent., re- 
spectively, The earnings of these roads are 
said to be increasing daily and there seems to 
be no reason to doubt that the guaranteed 
dividends on the Metropolitan and New- 
York stocks will be paid regularly, ‘In 
view of these facts it is quite possible that the 
recent decline may have been brought about 
for the purpose of thaking out the small hold- 
ers and allowing the insiders to obtain addi- 
tional stock at low figures. The general mar- 
ket opened irregular, but soon became weak, 
and declined 4 to 14 @ cent.

The Senate descended:for a while yester- 
iay from the weariness of the legitimate 
political drama to an entertainment closely 
ipproaching the variety show. Mr. Brown, 
»f Georgia, introdured the question of the 
political standing of various journals which 
xad condemned the.course of the majority, 
ind which he ciaimed were Republican, 
among others the paper of which Mr. Haw- 
LEY is the ostemsible head. This brought 
gut the junior‘Senator from Connecticut ina 
personal explanation, which, with a fine 
journalistic-adroitness, he managed to con- 
vert into a;,sharp attack on Mr. Brown’s 
pwn record. He read, with appropriate 
yomments, a'speech of Mr. Brown’s at the 
Republican: National Convention in 1868, in 
which he had avowed himself a repentant 
rebel, ready to ‘“‘goin for the. old flag’— 
ynd the offices. The retort was a tell- 
mg one, and poor Senator, Brown only 
made it more: effective by a:solemn effort 
to explain his‘devious ways. Mr. SHERMAN 
pontributed slightly to the serious discussion 
pf the day, pointing out clearly enough the 
riciousness of the Democratic position as to 
jilatory motions. But Mr. SHeRMaAn is mis- 
iaken if he thinks that the country will take 
zs serious the plea that the Republicans are 
working purely to vindicate the abstract 
principle of majority rule. 


The persons who have petitioned the Le- 
gislature of this State to promote a free cir- 
culation of the official reports of the proceed- 
tngs of Congress have chosen a most unfor- 
tunate time for any consideration of this 


proposition. There is a lingering popular 
fielusion that there is that in the reports of 
flebates in Congress which would be en- 
pobling and instructive if it could only 
have free circulation. Those. who pe- 
titioned the Assembly yesterday argued 
with touching simplicity that virtue, 
jatelligence, and morality would be 
promoted by a diffusion of the intelli- 
gence which may be found in Congressional 
jiebates. These mistaken souls, who must 
live somewhere in the wild woods, need 
pniy look into the daily reports of the Sen- 
pte, now in session, to see how mean and 
base, how petty and contemptible, are the 
utterances of a majority of the Senators. 
gust now, the intelligent portion of the 
American people do not want any extended 
firculation of Congressional speeches. The 
nniversal demand is for silence in the na- 
tional Capitol. 

That indefatigable reformer, Mr. GzoreE 
Hi. Forster, has introduced to the State 
Senate a bill which reads as follows: 

“No text-book which has been, or shall be, pre- 
pared, written, revised, or published by any School 
Commissioner of any city in this State, or by any 
Superintendent or Assistant Superintendent in the 
Dity of New-York, for a pecuniary consideration, 
shall be used in any of the common schools under 


the supervision of said School Commissioner, or of 
the Board of Education of the City of New-York, 


uring the term of office of sald School Commis- 
sioner, Superintendent, or Assistant Superintend- 
ent.” 

The committee having this bill in charge 
might, before acting on it, ask themselves 
the following questions: What court has 
decided that ez post facto legislation, affect- 
ing the validity of existing contracts, is not 
unconstitutional? Why should a. book pre- 
pared by a Superintendent or Assistant 
Superintendent in New-York be kept out of 
the schools and not a book prepared by such 
officers in Brooklyn, Albany, or Buffalo? 
Why should people be taxed to substitute 
new books for approved manuals now in 
use, and be compelled to go on substituting 
them whenever the conditions defined 
in the bill become operative? Why 
snould the public be compelled to 


choose. between losing the services 


of a good officer simply because he had pub- 
lished a text-book, or throwing out a good 
book merely because it was written by a 
school officer? Finally, why should a 
clique of school-book publishers be per- 
mitted to use the functions of legislation 
for a transparently selfish purpose? Unless 
these queries can be satisfactorily answered, 
the sooner the bill is killed the beiter. 


The plan for regulating primary elections 
by law has for the present passed out of 
the pale of profitable discussion, but in view 
of certain misdirected criticisms it may be 
worth while to correct a misconception 
easily gained and likely to be propagated. 
The plan has nothing do with the 
organization of political parties or the 
conduct of political parties as_ or- 
ganized bodies. It does not deal 
with caucuses. It neither does away with 
them nor attempts to regulate them. It 
simply, in the case of local officers and rep- 
resentatives, provides for a preliminary 
election under all the sanctions and safe- 
guards of law, in which every qualified 
voter may take part, in order to decide among 
the candidates, presented by caucuses and as- 
sociations of citizens or self-presented, upon 
two representing the opposite sides of what- 
ever issue mey divide the people, these two 
to be the candidates at the final election. It 
gives effect to the preference of the voters 
upon each side in the actual nomination of 
candidates instead of compelling them to 
accept the one imposed upon them by a 
clique or vote against their own side.. 


The McCarthy charter amendments which 
were introduced to the State Senate on the 
7th of January have, after the lapse of 
three months, been finally passed by that 
body. A number of changes, by no means 
for the better, have been made in the bill— 
various bureaus and offices have been saved 
from abolition, and certain economical re- 
strictions on the expenditures of the courts 
have been considerably modified. But the 
bill, as it stands, presents a sufficient 
body of desirable legislation to make its pas- 
sage of vital interest to the people of New- 
York. Its general tendency is toward 
simpler and cheaper methods of local ad- 
ministration, and it contains special provi- 
sions—like that lodging the power of ap- 
pointment and removal in the hands of the 
Mayor and that giving three resident tax- 
payers of the City, selected ‘‘on account of 
their acknowledged probity and business 
experience,’”’ seats in the Board of Ap- 
portionment—which are calculated to restore 
to, the people some of the rights of 
self-government which have been wrested 
from them. It is, of course, possible for 
the Assembly to defeat the bill by delay as 
well as by positively adverse action, but it 
is to be hoped that their recent experience 
of the temper of the people of this City will 
convince them that the time has gone by for 
trifling with the demand for reform in New- 
York, and that whatever else may be their 
action in regard to this bill, it will at least 
be frank and straightforward. 


GOOD GOVERNMENT 
FRAUD. 

We have from time to time given our 
readers extracts from the columns of a few 
of the more intelligent Southern papers con- 
taining admissions as to the practice of 
cheating and violence in the elections at the 
South. We were quite confident that the 
running debate in the United States Senate 
would not pass without similar citations 
being offered for the consideration of the 
Southern Senators, who have  stoutly 
maintained that elections in the South 
were as free and fair as they are 
in any part of the Union. Mr. 
GARFIELD, in his address on taking the oath 
of office, pointed to the defense which had 
been made of their policy by the authors of 
the suppression of the suffrage in the South, 
and it was substantially what we have al- 
ready laid before our readers, That there 
has been a very general and systematic at- 
tempt in several of the Southern States to 
overthrow Republican Governments, and to 
set up white Democratic Governments by 
the unlawful repression or perversion of the 
right of voting, there is now no sort of 
doubt. As to the real motive which 
prompted this attempt, that is still open to 
question. 

To the admissions of the Southern press 
we may now add those of Senator WADE 
HaMPTon, no mean authority, since he was 
the man who was elected Governor at the 
time of the first signal triumph of this plan 
in South Carolina. Mr. Hampton is re- 
ported in the Record as saying: ‘‘ We know 
that there have been irregularities and frauds. 
I admit it, but I plead as the only justifica- 
tion the cruel wrongs that have been inflict- 
ed upon our people. It was a case where 
the very civilization, the property, the life, 
the State itself, were all involved. I admit 
that there were frauds. I admit that they 
were wrong. * * * JT announce here, as I 
have done everywhere, my unalterable deter- 
mination to try by the best possible 
means, and at the earliest possi- 
ble moment, to rectify these wrongs.’’ These 
are certainly amazing statements to be made. 
by a Senator of the United States; but they 
are not without a certain claim to expediency. 
When Mr. Hampron frankly admits that 
there were ‘‘irregularities and frauds,’’ the 
first impulse is to accept that general state- 
ment, and when he declares that he is bent 
on rectifying the wrongs committed, he may 
fairly count on some respect being paid to 
his explanation of the motive for them. 
But it would be well to be just before we 
are generous. It would be very easy to give 
too much weight to the Senator’s rather 
vague account of the matter. The fact is that 
besides frauds of the most extensive character 
in South Carolina there was a system of the 
most brutal and cowardly intimidation. The 
vaunted ‘‘civilization’’ of South Carolina was 
‘« saved”’ by ruffians who beat and maimed 
and murdered defenseless men, and who not 
infrequently extended their zeal to the 
shameful treatment of women. The 
‘‘ property’’ of the State was defended by 
highway robbery and arson. The supremacy 
of the ‘‘ better class,’’ as the Democratic 
journals call it, was sought through trickery 
and perjury and open or covert violation of 
law, such as made TwEp a power in 
New-York. Granting every assumed prov- 
ocation, and even pardoning to Mr. 
Hampton, and men like him, their 
share in the miserable work and in the fruits 
of victory, the record of that campaign

which preceded Hampron’s election is one 
of the most revolting in the history of po- 
litical crime. Whatever may be its present 
outcome or its future results, we may not 
forget its true character, and we may well 
hesitate to accept without hesitation or dis- 
trust the promise of the authors of this 
scheme to ‘‘ rectify the wrongs’’ committed. 

We are compelled, moreover, to ask what 
Senator Hampron means by his assurance 
that the wrongs shall be rectified by the best 
‘* possible’ means, and at the earliest ‘‘ pos- 
sible’ moment. Toa simple outsider the 
best possible means would seem to be to 
cease cheating, and the earliest possible mo- 
ment would seem to be now. That this 
means of rectifying wrong would be 
‘possible’? without overthrowing white 
Democratic supremacy in South Caro- 
lina we do not know. We greatly 
fear that it would not be. But 
if the description be true whichis given 
by the Charleston News and Courier of the 
state of things brought about by this su- 
premacy, its overthrow would not be an un- 
mixed evil. It seems ‘that ‘cheating as a 
means of securing honest government’ has 
degenerated into ‘“‘cheating for the benefit 
of local ‘workers’ and machine-made 
office-seekers.’’ It is the history of cheat- 
ing everywhere. The Vicksburg Herald 
testifies that the same result has come about 
in Mississippi, and that the ‘‘extreme ele- 
ment,’’ which ‘‘takes the position that 
hypocrisy, fraud, legal subterfuges, and 
any shameless cunning devices are justifi- 
able,’ ‘is surely sapping the good of the 
Democratic Party in the South and retard- 
ing the prosperity of many Southern States. ’’ 
It would be rash to promise Mr. Hamprox 
that the abandonment of the policy of fraud 
would not involve the surrender of its fruits. 
But it will, nevertheless, have to be aban- 
doned. These admissions by himself and 
by the Democratic press are proofs of it. 
Whether they are inspired by disgust with 
the policy or with its results, they are the 
death sentence of the policy. It may die 
peaceably, or it may be defended by its au- 
thors with the recklessness shown in its in- 
ception, but it must go, and at no very late 
day. And when the present tedious discus- 
sion in the Senate is over and forgotten, 
when Congress meets again for serious work, 
it will be found that the national Govern- 
ment, again in Republican hands, will lack 
neither the means nor the disposition to aid 
in putting an end to it. 


THE STAR ROUTE SWINDLE. 


When Mr. Hayes went out of the Presi- 
dential office he was able to say that no great 
scandal had been laid at the door of any one 
of the departments of his Administration, 
and that he believed that honesty had pre- 
vailed in all departments, save one. This 
unspecified exception was the Post Office 
Department. Nobody ever doubted the 1n- 
tegrity of Postmaster-General Key, or of his 
successor, Mr. Horaczk Maynarp. The 
doubtful sub-division of the Post Office De- 
partment was that which has charge of 
what are known as the star routes. 
The suspected officer was THOMAS 
J. Brapy, Second Assistant Postmaster- 
General. The star routes are those over 
which the mail is carried by means of con- 
veyance other than railways. There are 
about 10,000 of these routes supplying 
localities not yet reached by railways, but 
laid over the lines of steam-boats, coaches, 
wagons, and even pack animals. As the 
service over these lines may sometimes re- 
quire expedition, and sometimes a reduction 
of speed, the appropriation for their main- 
tenance varies in amount. The Post Office 
Department is allowed large discretion in 
the matter of expenses for this branch of 
the service, and it may be said that the ex- 
pansion and contraction of the star route 
system is practically in the hands of the 
Post Office Department. 


Under the administration of Second As- 
sistant Postmaster-General Brapy the cost of 
the star service for the year ending last 
June was $7,321,449. This was $919,619 in 
excess of the expenditure for that branch of 
service in the preceding year, and was also 
$1,421,449 greater than the estimate sub- 
mitted to Congress for the expenses of the 
service for that year. This large increase in 
the cost of the service was ascribed by Mr. 
Brapy to the resumption of specie pay- 
ments and a consequent revival of business 
and expansion of trade. As if realizing 
that the unusual increase of nearly 
one million dollars in the cost of 
the service demanded special explanation, 
Mr. Brapy made a special argument in this 
direction, and he confidently appealed to 
‘‘the wisdom and patriotism of Congress’’ 
for a supplemental appropriation to supply 
existing deficiencies. The sequel proved 
that the Second Assistant Postmaster-Gen- 
eral did not appeal in vain. There was a 
hot fight over the alleged extravagances of 
the star route management, but, in the end, 
Mr. Brapy was victorious, many members 
of the House and Senate rallying to his aid 
in a mysterious and inexplicable manner. 
The unwonted expansion of the system was 
approved. 

It is not now worth while to go into the 
details of the system by which the star 
routes have been made to cost the Govern- 
ment many times what they were really 
worth. The exposures of these nefarious 
practices, made in Tar Trmzs, have long 
since sausfied our readers that the whole 
business, as conducted by the managers of 
the office of the Second Assistant Postmas- 
ter-General, was not only extravagant but 
fraudulent. The general policy was to 
let a contract to persons specially fa- 
vored, and to increase the compensa- 
tion on the pretense that the service per- 
formed had been ‘‘expedited,’’ or made 
more frequent, and that the exigencies 
of the public service required this increase 
of work done. Inone case, for example, a 
star route was let for $134,000 per annum, 
and, within 60 days thereafter, the service 
was ‘‘ expedited,’’ and the contract price in- 
creased to $299,000. It is now known that 
this ‘‘expedition’’ or reduction of schedule 
time, for which the sum of $165,000 was 
paid, was never made. In some instances, 
particularly that of route No. 40,104, from 
Mineral Park, Arizona, to Pioche, Nev., 
a distance of 232 miles, the service was ex- 
pedited by orders from Washington with- 
out the knowledge or consent of the 
contractors. This particular route had 
originally been let, for $2,900 per an- 


num. the service being weekly. It was 


sublet at a price greater than that for 
which it was at first let, and the sub-con- 
tractors were told that they must get up 
petitions for a tri-weekly service. They 
refused on the ground that there was no de- 
mand for an increased service. Neverthe- 
less, the tri-weekly service was ordered from 
Washington, and the original contractors, it 
was found, were drawing from the Govern- 
ment $22,300 therefor, the difference 
betwixt this amount and that paid to the 
sub-contractors being so much net gain to 
the persons who procured the uncalled-for 
and needless increase of the service. 


These are typical examples of the in- 
numerable frauds that were ‘committed upon 
the Government through the Post Of- 
fice Department during the administration 
of Postmaster-General Key and under 
the Presidency of Mr. Hayes. In every 
case so far as we have seen (and THE 
Times has been almost alone in calling at- 
tention to these conspicuous abuses) it was 
impossible that the frauds could have been 
committed without the guilty knowl- 
edge of persons high in station in the 
Post Office Department. It was im- 
possible, presuming that the Second 
Assistant Postmaster-General was possessed 
of common sense, that mail service through 
sparsely settled regions of the country should 
have been doubled and quadrupled, with a 
corresponding increase of cost to the Gov- 
ernment and in . defiance of all natural 
demands of the public, without there 
being in the interior management of 
the Post Office Department a knowledge 
that this was a fraud upon the Gov- 
ernment. It was in vain that THe 
Tres called attention to the gilar- 
ing facts in the case. Congressmen, 
either gullible or guilty, supported Brapy 
in his ingenious defense, and he was left to 
work out his plans. Postmaster-General 
JAMES, who is undoubtedly the master of 
the business of his department, took up the 
investigation of the star routes where Con- 
gress left it. The result is that Mr. Brapy 
is out of office, and there is now on foot-an 
investigation to fix upon each individual of 
the star route ring his share of responsi- 
bility for the frauds that have been com- 
mitted. It is to be hoped that the conspira- 
tors will be found, convicted, and sent to 
the penitentiary. 


TAXES IN TEXAS. 


The many peculiarities of the tax laws in 
the Southern States are well illustrated by 
the sweeping changes in the Code which 
have been made by the Legislature of Texas. 
It has long been a custom in that, asin other 
cotton States, to make commercial travelers, 
or ‘“‘drummers,’’ as they are called even 
upon the statute-books, pay very large fees 
for the privilege of pursuing their calling. 
Indeed, this has been in certain cities the 
chief source of public revenue. Under the 
law as it existed in Texas for along time 
past, commercial and other establishments 
which sent agents through the State were 
obliged to pay an annual tax of two hundred 
dollars. For this sum they were permitted 
to have as many traveling representatives as 
they desired. Some of the larger houses in 
Galveston and the other principal cities, taking 
advantage of this provision, have frequentiy 
had from ten to twenty-five travelers going 
through the State at one time. Under the 
new law this privilege will be cut off. The 
new statute provides, in the most direct and 
explicit manner, that each traveling salesman 
or other agent of any mercantile or business 
firm who shall solicit orders or procure busi- 
ness shall be taxed fifty dollars a year. This 
tax is to be levied without any regard to the 
frequency or extent of the wandering sales- 
man’s trips; and, warned by past experience, 
the law-makers have been particularly careful 
to render violations or evasions of the enact- 
ment very difficult and punishable by severe 
penalties. 


When it is-stated that under the old law 


more than two thousand of these traveling. 


salesmen or commercial agents were engaged 
in Texas, the importance of the new enact- 
ment and the extent of the interest which it 
must affect will be the better understood. 
Should the same number of agents be con- 
tinued, and. the expectation is that the num- 
ber will be increased, it will readily be seen 
that from ‘‘the drummer tax’’ alone the 
State of Texas will derive an annual income 
of one hundred thousand dollars, Nor is 
this the limit of the profit which the State 
is directly to receive from the enactment. 
Under the ruling of the Controller, just made 
public, all individual salesmen or agents who 
have already paid the tax of two hundred 
dollars called for by the old law may con- 
tinue to solicit and supply custom until 
the expiration of the time for which their 
old license was issued. On the contrary, 
however, mercantile houses and business 
firms in Texas which have paid the old tax 
for the privilege of sending out any number 
of ‘‘drummers”’ they might desire, are now 
compelled to begin immediately the payment 
of the head tax of fifty dollars for each 
agent they may wish to so employ. That 
portion of the two-hundred-dollar license 
which they may have paid and for which 
they received no benefit is to be placed to 
their credit in part payment of the one- 
hundred-and-eighty-dollar tax which each 
merchant, great and small, in Texas will be 
obliged to pay to the State for the privilege 
of carrying on business. Mercantile and 
other houses outside of Texas who have re- 
cently paid the} two-hundred-dollar tax for 
the privilege of employing traveling agents 
in the State will have no such redress. It is 
held that they paid this sum solely for the 
drummers’ privilege, and that as the new law 
supersedes the old one, they must now, even 
though their tax of two hundred dollars has 
only just been paid, again come forward 
and pay an additional fifty dollars a year for 
every salesman they send into the State. This 
may be good law in Texas, but it certainly 
cannot be claimed that such a decision on 
the part of the authorities is sanctioned by 
common equity or any known rule of fair 
play and honorable dealing. From the tax- 
books it appears that more than three hun- 
dred Northern, Western, and other mer- 
chants outside of Texas will be the sufferers 
by the new law. Of course, they will have 
no redress. The action of the Legislature 
must doubtless be taken as final. It is but 
justice to the Democratic Controller to say 
that he pointed out to the General Assembly 
the wrong which would be done by the new 
law and the discredit which through it 


“would indirectly fall upon the State. The 


law-makers entirely disregarded his advice 
and suggestions, however, and, intent only 


upon reducing the ad valorem tax on real’ 


property to the extent of 20 per cent., rushed 
the new law through. 

Other changes in the tax laws are quite as 
noteworthy as those which affect traveling 
salesmen. Hereafter the bell-punch system, 
which in Texas, as in Virginia, proved to be 
so easy of evasion as to be practically inop- 
erative, has been abolished, and hereafter 
liquor saloons will be obliged to pay a 
license which, including fees to the State, 
county, and city or town, will amount to six 
hundred dollars a year, an increase of three 
hundred and fifty dollars. On most occupa- 
tions other than that of saloon-keeping 
there has been a marked reduction of taxa- 
tion. Hereafter photographers, auction- 
eers, sewing-machine dealers, and land 
agents are to pay 20 per cent. less in license 
fees than before. Lawyers and doctors are 
particularly favored by the new law. Their 
occupation tax is to be 50 per cent. less than 
formerly. The tax on dentists has been re- 
duced 16 per cent., on shooting galler- 
ies 75 per cent., on Dilliard-tables 50 
per cent., and on livery stables the same, 
The horse-racing community, however, will, 
as heretofore, be made to bear its full share 
of the public burdens. For every race of 
four hundred and forty yards or less the tax 
will be fifty dollars, and in addition the 
State is to receive five dollars for every 
horse entered for any race. Cotton-dealers 
—a very extensive class—are also made to 
do their part toward supporting the Gov- 
ernment. All brokers, factors, commission 
merchants, and buyers of the vegetable wool 
will be required to pay a license fee of fifty 
dollars a year. Altogether, the object of 
those who framed the new law seems to 
have been to curry favor with the farmers 
and land-owners, who were beginning to get 
very tired of Democratic impositions, and to 
make business men, and, as far as possible, 
outsiders, pay the piper. 


LOSS OF GRAVITY. 


We might as well be candid and admit 
that ZapKrgeL and his brother astrologers 
were right when they prophesied that at this 
time of the year we should have bad 
weather, earthquakes, and other unpleasant 
things. They based this prophecy upon the 
fact that most of the large planets were to 
simultaneously reach their petshelion near 
the middle of April. When the Weather 
Bureau prophesies ‘‘clear and cloudy 
weather,’’ and on the following day its pre- 
diction is verified, we immediately express 
our admiration of the unerring predictions 
of science, but when the astrologers proph- 
esy earthquakes and things months in ad- 
vance, and their predictions come true, we 
merely smile and give them no credit what- 
ever. This may be just and magnanimous, 
but it certainly does not look as if it were 


The astronomers have, of course, the ut- 
most contempt for astrologers, as ignorant 
and unenterprising persons who draw horo- 
scopes at fifty cents apiece instead of induc- 
ing the Government to spend half a million 
of dollars in sending them to the ends of the 
earth on the pretext of observing the transit 
of Venus. Why atransit of Venus is so 
much more respectable than a conjunction 
of four or five planets, and why the astrono- 
mers who observe the former phenomenon 
are so much more trustworthy than the as- 
trologers who observe the latter is not-clear 
to the unprejudiced mind. The astronomers 
are perfectly certain that no matter how 
many planets may be drawn up in line on 
the side of the sun opposite to us, no results 
perceptible on the surface of the earth will 
follow. They have been mistaken more than 
once since astronomy became an independent 
science, and it is not impossible that they 


.are mistaken now. 


The law of gravitation has been formu- 
lated, but the true nature of the mysterious 
force which we call gravitation is yet un- 
known. We are, therefore, at liberty to in- 
vent any theory in regard to it that may seem 
plausible. Now, it has already been sug- 
gested by more than one astronomer that the 
heat of thesun is really identical with gravi- 
tation. In other words, the flood of gravi- 
tation flowing from the sun is converted 
into heat when it strikes the earth. That 
gravitation varies directly as the mass of the 
bodies affected by it is well established. 
Hence, Jupiter, though it is an immense dis- 
tance from the sun, may, owing to its size, 
receive much more heat from the sun than 
it is generally supposed to.receive, and little 
Mercury, though close to the sun, may be 
even cooler than Venus. 

If we accept this theory, it follows that 
when Jupiter, Saturn, and Neptune are all si- 
multaneously in conjunction at their several 
perchelions they must draw tremendously 
upon the resources of gravitation stored up 
inthe sun. Instead of pulling in opposite 
directions: and wholly independently, they 
have now combined their forces and are all 
pulling at once. Now, the sun is directly 
between them and the earth, and, of course, 
the more gravitation these rascally and self- 
ish planets manage to absorb the less there 
is left for the earth. If the conjunction of 
the planets thus deprives the earth of her 
customary and lawful share of gravitation, 
we might naturally expect even worse 
calamities than those prophesied by the 
astrologers. 

Do the recent phenomena which have oc- 
curred on our planet support this theory 
that our normal supply of gravitation has 
been absorbed by the planets now in con- 
junction? Every candid person must ad- 
mit they do. A failure in our supply of 
gravitation would loosen everything on this 
planet, for it is gravitation that holds the 
earth together and keeps the Chinamen and 
other antipodal people on its surface. The 
earthquakes at Ischia, Chio, and several 
other places are undoubtedly caused 
by the lack of _ sufficient gravita- 
tion to keep the earth’s crust from 
bulging. The atrocious weather of the past 
Winter and the present Spring is due to the 
absence of gravitation and its correlative 
heat, and the weather will continue to grow 
worse until the conspiring planets separate 
and are made to disgorge their plunder. 
People find that their local attachments have 
suddenly grown weaker, and they are every- 
where showing a tendency to wander over 
the earth. Even the Methodists, who or- 
dinarily stay steadily at home, are about to 
assemble from all parts of the earth to 
hold a general convention in London. A 
sense of insecurity is felt hv nearly

every office-holder in the United States, in 
spite of the civil service professions made 
by the President in his inaugural address, 
and this insecurity is undoubtedly due to 
that loosening of the great bond of gravi- 
tation that has hitherto held things firmly in 
their places. There cannot be any doubt— 


that is, in any astrological mind—that all” 


articles on the earth’s surface weigh less 
than they did a year ago. This can be tested 
by two simple experiments. You may 
weigh the next pound of butter you buy 
and you will find that it does not weigh 
more than ten or eleven ounces, and you 
may drop a fifty-six-pound weight on your 
foot, and you will be convinced that it does 
not fall as heavily as it would have fallen 
had it been dropped last year. 

We thus see that the astrologers are right 
after all, and that great and disastrous 
changes have been caused by the conjunc- 
tion of the planets. The moment the truth 
of the theory of gravitation above set forth 
is assumed, there is no lack of phenomena 
which can be explained in accordance with 
it. Probably the worst results of the plan- 
etary conjunction are yet to be felt; but we 
can reasonably hope that when Jupiter, Sat- 
urn, and Neptune go their several ways 
the sun will overpower them and compel 
them oné by one to make restitution. In 
which case our own lawful quantity of 
gravitation will be once more served out to 
us, and all will be well again.

The issue of JAMES PartTon’s “* Life of Vol- 
taire” has been delayed here somewhat by Hoven- 
TON, Mirrirn & Co.’s arranging for an eatlier pub- 
lication in Great Britain in order to secure copy- 
right, but it will appear on this side about the mid- 
dle of next month. A large order has been already 
received from England, and another ample offer is 
conditional upon the publishers getting a copy- 
right there. Since Parton began his studies for 
the woré, 20 years ago, he has been surprised, not- 
withstanding his general understanding of his sub- 
ject, at the vast amount of material with which a 
conscientious biographer of the illustrious French- 
man must make himself acquainted. He has read 
books enough to forma considerable library, and 
has been so untiring in his search for whatever 
would throw any new light on the philosopher of 
Ferney that his volumes will contain a prodigious 
quantity of fresh information. There has never 
been a full or adequate biography of Votrarre in 
our tongue. JoHN Mor.ey’s outline, and Car 
LYLE’s racy sketch in the second volume of “ Fred- 
eric,” are among the best efforts of this sort, and 
ParTON has undoubtedly now rendered the actual 
man accessible to English readers for the first 
time. Parton has not, it is said, made Vot- 
TAIRE a hero; he has not tried. to idealize 
him, to exaggerate his virtues, or to hide his 
many and grave defects. He has been prompted, 
first and last, by one earnest desire—the 
desire to get at the truth; to present VottTarre in 
his human capacity, even more than in his literary 
capacity, fraught with all his good and ill qualities, 
his strengths and his weaknesses, hisnoble purposes 
and ignoble vanities. As a specimen of the author’s 
labor and research, it may be mentioned that there 
is, inthe appendix to the first volume, a list of near 
500 publications read by him because they had rela- 
tion to Votrarme: and his works. Some of the titles 
are curious. For example: ‘The Pick-lock; or, Vol- 
taire’s Hue and Cry after a Celebrated Wit-stealer 
and Dramatic Smuggler. London: 1767;” ‘“Vol- 
taire, Ass, formerly Poet, (containing satirical let- 
ters, parodies, and epigrams.) Paris: 1750; “‘An 
Epistle from the Devil to M. de. Voltaire; by the 
Marquis D——. Avignon, 1760;” ‘Replies to the 
Whens, the Ifs, and the Whys. Paris: 1760;” ‘* Let

MoND and Dr. Grorer M. Bearp are engaged in a 
mild sort of controversy, in which the finest master 
of polysyllables will no doubt win a brilliant 
victory. The history of the affairis as follows: 
Some time ago, in a paper before the New-York 
Academy of Sciences, Dr. BEaRD proposed a theory 
of hypnotic trance, which is generally regarded 
by his admirers in the medical profession as con- 
clusive and final. He first drew a semicircular 
figure onthe blackboard, and then divided the arc 
of the figure into three equal sections of 60° each, 
and joined the points of intersection to the centre of 
the circle by straight lines, thus forming three simi- 
lar triangles of the kind known asisosceles, each oc- 
cupying the space of one-third of the original semi- 
circle. This figure being supposed to represent a 
vertical section of the human brain, Dr. Brarp ex- 
plained that when function was suspended in one 
of the triangles, as is supposed tu be the case im the 
hypnotic state, it was, by a natural inference from 


the law of the correlation and conservation of. 


forces, exactly 50 per centum more active and 
intense in the other two. The savants of the 
Academy of Sciences were delighted with this 
beautiful demonstration; they have scarcely been 
more so since the elaborate paper on the puzzle of 
15 was read,in which it was shown that, while it 
was mathematically impossible to solve the puzzle, 
it was practically a very easy and simple pro- 


cedure; and so, after the Doctor had exploded a. 


blank cartridge in the ear of one of his 
hypnotic subjeets without producing the slight- 
est result, they all went home convinced 
that a most substantial addition to science 
had been made. Thus the matter would 
have rested ir Prof. Hammonp had not interfered, 
and, in a lecture on hypnotism delivered before 
the students of the Medical Department of the 
University of the City of New-York, shown to the 
satisfaction of his audience that the triangular hy- 
pothesis was untenable. Prof. Hammonp insisted 
that the hypnotic state was not atrance, but a con- 
dition of ‘‘ syngignosticism:” and he was at some 
pains to explain that “‘ syngignosticism” is derived 
from the Greek words “ sun,” signifying “‘ with,”’ 
“together with,” “in common with,” and “* gig- 
nosko,” which means “to know.” He contended 
strenuously that ‘‘ syngignosticism” presented the 
only logical and conclusive explanation of the hyp- 
notic state, and proposed that the word should be 
introduced into the nomenclature of science with- 
out further discussion. Thus stands the contro- 
versy at the present moment. But at the next 
meeting of the Medico-Legal Society the conflict 
will be renewed by Dr. Bearp ina paperin which 
he will essay to show that the “syngignostic” the- 
ory is fallacious, and that there really is a suspen- 
sion of function in one of the triangles, accompa- 
nied by an increased intensity of function in the 
other two. 
rt 

The desire of people in the South-west to 
have citizens of the North-west unite with them in 
their oft-repeated effort to secure national appro- 
priations for the improvement of water-ways seems 
likely to be in a measure realized. At least, it is 
certain that some of the people of the latter sec- 
tion are about to make an organized move- 
ment looking to the end in question. In ac- 
cordance with the instructions of the 
Water-way Improvement Convention, which 
was held at Rock Island in February 
last, the committee then appointed bas called a 
second convention, to meet at Davenport, Iowa, on 
the 25th of the coming month. In this call it is 
represented that tne necessities of the commerce 
and industries of the North-west imperatively de- 
mand that the cost of transportation from the 
Mississippi Valley to the Eastern Atlantic sea- 
board be greatly reduced. It is further stated: 
that “it has been demonstrated -beyond all 
cayil that such indispensable reduction can 
he most certainly and permanently secured 


‘through an extension and enlargement of water 


routes of communication between the great rivers 
of the West, the ‘lakes, and the ocean.” Looking 
toward the prosecution of such improvements, if 
is announced in substance that the coming conven: 
tion will be called upon to consider and adopt such 
measures as may be deemed advisabie to secure 
from Congress all needed legislative action in re 
quiring and in appropriating necessary money for 
the prosecution of needed works of improvement on 
the lines of the Upper Mississippi and Illinois 
Rivers and the lakes. While these grand general 
improvements are to be discussed, however, it is 
known that the particular object of the meeting 
will be to frame some plan looking toward the 
early extension of the existing Ilinoisand Micht: 


gan canal system from Hennepin, on the Illinois 


River, to a point at ornear Rock Island, on the 
Mississippi, with the enlargement of the 
canal from Chicago to La Salle, to the 
end that there may be eventually secured «4 
continuous line of water route communication and 
transportation from the Mississippi River direct te 
the lakes, and then by way of the Erie;Canal to this 
City and the Atlantic Ocean. The convention which 
is to urge these sweeping alterations in existing 
modes of transportation, and which it is expected 
will be addressed by *“‘numerous eminent men,”’ is 
to be composed of ten delegates at large, to be ap: 
pointed ‘by the Governors of the States interested, 
five delegates from each organized Board of Trade 
in them, five delegates from each city or town in 
which no Board of Trade is organized, and three 
delegates from each regularly organized Farmers® 
Alliance. 
oo 
The general impression in the North of the 
Texas Rangers is that they are lawiess, dissipated, 
reckless, desperate—nearly as bed as the thieves 
and rascals they are employed to suppress. But 
they are very different from the popular notion of 
them, if we may judge from a letter recently writ- 
ten from Texas by a man who claims to know all 
about them. The Rangers live on the frontier oi 
the State, spend two-thirds of the time in the sad 
dle, and are continually hunting and fighting the 
worst characters, the greatest desperadoes, of the 
country. Their experiences are of the wildest, 
most romantic, most melodramatic kind, and would, 
literally related, delight the average boy of the 
period more than the highest-flavored dime novel. 
This body was organized twenty-odd years ago, 
by the people of Texas, for the protection of thei 
southern and western frontier from the inroads of 
Indians and Mexicans, and for breaxing up the 
gangs of horse and cattle thieves and stage robbers 
so inimical to life ana property. It consists of 154 
men, divided into 6 companies of 20 to 30 each, sta: 
tioned 100 miles apart, from the Red River to and 
along the Rio Grande. They are known as the 
Frontier Battalion, and are under the supervision 
of Adjt.-Gen. J. B. Jonzs, each company having a 
Captain and two Sergeants. A Ranger must possess 
great endurance, undisputed courage, wide experk 
ence in frontier warfare, and must be, besides, 
adead shot. He must be able totrace bands of 
roving Indians or depredators over hill and prairie, 
through brush and river bottoms, for without this 
accomplishment he would be of little value. He 
must provide his own horse or horses—and of the 
best, too—a Winchester carbine, a bowie-knife, a 
large Colt’s revolver, belts, cartridges, and blankets. 
He wears no regular uniform, but his attire is gen- 
erally a blue woolen shirt, buckskin or corduroy 
trousers, high-top boots, with huge spurs, and a 
Mexican sombrero. The Rangers have rendered 
excellent service to the State and to law and order 
generally. They have expelled, captured, or killed 
many of the most dangerous ruffians with whom 
the South-west has even been infested. The ser- 
vice is, of course, full of peril, as may be seen 
from the Adjutant’s report that one-fourth of 
the members of the battalion are killed 
or disabled in every year of what may well be 
named their active campaigning. The number of 
criminals and outlaws has been greatly reduced 
since the organization of the Rangers, without 
whom law and order would be disestablished, 
Sheriffs would be powerless, stage routes untenas 
ble, and peaceable citizens driven from the frons 
tier. As soon as the battalion learns of the pres 
‘ence of raiders in the State, they are in their sad« 
dies, armed and equipped, go dashing off, sparing 
neither their horses ner themselves until the of+ 
fenders have been overtaken and punished. 
‘The garrisons at various Government posts are of 
little avail except to repel invasions of large bodies 
of Mexicans or Indians. In all ordinary cases tha 
frontiersmen have to depend on the skillful, daun® 
less, ubiquitous Ranger.

AMUSEMENTS. 


THE BROOKLYN PHILHARMONIC, 
The last public rehearsal before the sixth 
and final concert of this season was given yester 
day afternoon at the Academy of Music, and, as is 
invariably the case, attracted an immense audience. 

It was a matter of difficulty to obtain even stand: 
ing-room. Mr. Thomas has arranged a superb pro 
gramme for the conclusion of this, the twenty 

-third, season of the society. Some 400 of hisnewly 
organized chorus were present yesterday, and, 
although there was a lack of quality in the tone of 
the tenors and a weakness in the bass, these defecta 
were probably due to the inability of a number of 
the male members of the chorus to attend an after 
noon rehearsal. The general impression made by 
the members is, however, that Mr. Thomas has cok 
lected a force of singers of whom good work may 
be expected. The sopranos are strong and firm, 
and the contraltos are unusually rich. The attack 
is certain and precise, and the entire force sing 
with commendable accuracy and obedience to the 
direction of the conductor. 

The first number of the programme consisted of 
«scenes from Gliick’s ‘‘ Orpheus,”’ sung by Miss An- 
nie Louise Cary and the chorus. It was a most in- 
teresting performance, and-was given with great 
ability. Miss Cary, notwithstanding the necessary 
fatigue consequent on a performance in “La 
Favorita” in Philadelphia Wednesday night, a pri:

WENDELL PHILLIPS ANSWERED.

WORKMEN'S GRIEVANCES 


PARTIAL STRIKE OF THE THIRD- 
AVENUE CAR DRIVERS. 

ABouT 100 MEN ON THE HARLEM ROUTE 
LEAVE THEIR CARS-—NEARLY ONE-HALF 
LATER RRSUME WORKE--THE PLACES 
RAPIDLY FILLED-—ASSERTIONS OF A 
CONTEMPLATED GENERAL STRIKE. 

The threats of street car drivers developed 
yesterday, and nearly 100 men on the Third-avenue 
line tied up. But this action did not become gen- 
eral, and aside from this one line no other road ex- 
perienced difficulty. On the Third-avenue line the 
strikers were confined to the Harlem route men, 
the “ shorts’—those men running only so far north 
as Sixty-fifth-street—declining to enter the lists. 
The strike began at 10:10 o’clock A. M., when 
Driver Charles J. Reid, No. 101, tied up at the Har- 


lem depot, and announced to the Superintendent 
that uniess he was given $2 for a day’s work of 
four trips he could work no longer. ‘The Superin- 
tendent had no time to argue with the driver be- 
fore the driver of the succeeding car entered 
the office and made a declaration similar to 
that of Reid. Every car coming later, with scarce 
an exception, was tied up, and it was evident that 
the drivers were bent on attempting coercion re- 
garding wages and hours. The company, satisfied 
of this fact, took immediate and determined meas- 
ures. Extras and new men were put in the places 
vacated, and one-half in number of the cars were 
thus kept running. A large detzilof Policemen 
Was under orders at the depot, but no manifesta- 
tions of riotous intentions appeared, though 
the strikers were undeniably much excited. Dis- 
covering what they believed to be the hopelessness 
of their cause, about one-half in number of the 
drivers weakened, and resumed their old positions 
os the front platforms of the walting cars. 
Their fellows were much angered and percep- 
tibly discouraged at this desertion. Driver 
Anthony, the leader of tue _ strikers, 
averred, however, that the strike would 
continue, and he further declared with emphasis 
that within 24 hours the strike would cover every 
line in the city. Asked for evidence of these as- 
sertions, he intimated that organization had been 
effected, and that a great majority of the driyers 
in the City were pledged to the course he prophe- 
sled. But few of the drivers on other lines, he in- 
sisted, were imposed upon as were those of the 
Third-avenue long route, but they all were over- 
worked and underpaid, and all were ripe for tying 
up. Upon the long route of the Third-avenue— 
from the Harlem River tothe City Hall—the drivers 
make five round trips a “we estimated by them 
at 75 miles. To accomplish this work trom 15 to 17 
hours are taken, with no noteworthy intermissions 
for meals or any other purpose. One driver 
averred that he had but five hours a day 
off the platform, and could never get a holi- 
day without extreme difficulty. Said he: ‘I have 
four children: but in the past six months I have not 
once seen any of them awake; I have not heard 
any of them speak. So faras enjoying any pleas- 
ure from their companionship is concerned, that is 
something I never know. We must have four trips 
a day instead of five trips; that isour only hope.” 

President Lyons yesterday afternoon character- 
ized the strike as a tempest in a teapot, which had 
most ingloriously fizzled. He said further that no 
trouble of consequence was to be feared from the 
strikers; under no circumstances would the public 
suffer from Jack of accommodation. ‘ We are 
sorry our men have chosen to act as they have,” 
continued the President; *‘we have been thor- 
oughly satisfied with them, and none of them will 
be thrown out of employment if they choose to re- 
sume their old places. But if they persist, we can- 
not hesitate to appoint successors. Over 150 appli- 
cants for the few vacancies are on file; there is no 
lack of men anxious for this work at the present 
hours and prices.” 

Inquiries at the head-quarters of the other horse 
railroad companies and conversations with numer- 
ous drivers in the employ of the various roads 
failed to elicit any evidence of a prospective spread 
of the strike. Many of these drivers condemned 
unqualifiedly the action of the Third-avenue men 
as untimely and ill-advised; the majority, however, 
averred that there was no small cause for the ac- 
tion, holding that car-drivers suffered the grossest 
impositions. Drivers on the Seventh-avenue and 
Broadway lines stated that they were without any 
reason for dissatisfaction, receiving $2 a day for 
regular trips, and $2 25 when the day was finished 
by an extra trip. Manager Newell declared that 
these drivers were superior men. 

It was said by drivers on other lines than the 
Third-avenue that the only organization which had 
been attempted so far as they were aware of con- 
sisted of random visits made by Third-avenue meu 
jumping on and off cars while running, when it 
was asserted that the time had come for a strike, 
and drivers must prepare to tie up.

COMPLAINTS IN OTHER CITIES. 
THE STREET CAR TROUBLE IN CLEVELAND— 
RAILROAD FREIGHT MEN IN CHICAGO. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, April 22.—At a meet ng 
of the street-car strikers this morning, it was de- 
cided that the men out should remain out, and‘a 
proposition was submitted that the men should 
form a company to hire and operate a line of char- 
iots or omnibuses, in opposition to the street cars, 
provided such could be obtained. It was thought 


that certain vehicles could be obtained that were 
built last year in opposition to the Woodland line, 
but taken off because they did not pay. A com- 
mittee on negotiations was sent out, but found they 
could get nothing at terms that would pay running 
expenses. So the scheme was dropped. During 
the day cars were running more or less on all the 
lines. Two men ranin their cars on the St. Clair- 
street road early this morning and joined the 
strikers. The Woodland-avenue and Prospect- 
street lines ran on time. The Superior-street road 
runs its cars, but not on regular time. Rumors 
having reached the Superintendent of Police that 
trouble was imminent at the Detroit-street barns, 
he went over at an early hour, but found everything 

uiet. When the first car was run out a number of 
the strikers got on the car, and, by jumping up and 
down on the platform, jostled it off the track. The 
Police took the names of several of the ringleaders, 
but as no other efforts were made to interfere with 
the workings of the road nothing wasdone. The 
Broadway line was running and also the South Side 
line. To-night matters are in about the same situ- 
ation. The men are standing about the streets in 
crowds, asking each driver as he came by to quit 
work, but no one offering any violence. 

The threatened carpenterw’ strike has been part- 
ly averted by the action of several contractors and 
builders in informing their men that they would 

ay such advance asthey felt they could afford. 

No great advance can be given at present, as the 
contractors have contracts made on the basis of 
the old prices which will require some months yet 
to fulfill, The Weddell House employes at dinner 
time to-day waited upon the proprietor in a body, 
and respectfully asked for an advance. The pro- 
prietor, Mr. C. T. Wesley, immediately granted it, 
saying that it had been his intention voluntarily to 
increase their wagesina few days. The printers 
on the Leader were granted an advance at their re- 
quest. The situation in regard to the molders’ 
strike is apparently unchanged. 

Cxicaco, April 22.—The striking railroad freight- 
ers Visited the freight-houses of some of the roads 
this morning, and tried to persuade or intimidate 
the men at work to go out. They were successful 
with the men at the Wabash houses, but not else- 
where, the feeling among a majority of the men. 
being that the railroad companies will accede to 
their reasonable demands as soon as united action 


can be had.

A CONFERENCE BOUNDARY QUESTION.

FACTORY OPERATIVES EMIGRATING—CONDI- 
TION OF THE VARIOUS ENGLISH MARKETS. 


BRADFORD, April 22,—Trade is so bad here 
that factory operatives are emigrating at the rate 
of 50 per week. The majority go the United Srates. 
Over 60 left for America last week, and large num- 
bers are booked for the present week. Some of the 
Bradford firms contemplate taking a lot of machin- 
ery to America and manufacturing American wools 


on the spot. There are hundreds of unemployed 
operatives here, and a majority of the mills are 
running on short time.

A moderate busi- 
ness was Gone inrice at last week’s rates. 

The Manchester Guardian, in its commercial ar- 
ticle this morning, says: “ The market is dull. 
Where businessof any magnitude is mooted it is 
mostly impracticable, owing either to the length of 
time required for delivery or insufficiency of the 
prices offered. The sales, therefore, are almost en- 
tirely confined to small lots for early delivery. 
Prices do not show much change, but in some direc- 
tions they are a little weaker, especially for yarn.”’ 

Liverpoon, April 22.—-This week’s circular of the 
Liverpool Cotton Brokers’ Association says: ** Cot- 
ton was dull and irregular. Only a moderate busi- 
ness was done, and prices are generally 1-164. to 
fod. lower.

“A leading grain circular says: ‘* The rise in prices 
in the United States nas caused wheat on this side 
to be held for an advance in all positions. There 
was rather more activity in the various spot mar- 
kets, but only a few advanced slightly. Business 
in cargoes off-coast and for future arrival was slow, 
as they were held above buyers’ ideas.

William Denyse, 50 years of age, a well- 
known citizen of Monmouth County, N. J., died 


Thursday night from the effects of acancer. He was 
Chosen Freeholder, and held other positions of 
public trust. 

Archibald Jenkins died last night, at Elmira, 
N.J., inthe ninetieth year of his age. He was 


born in Chemung County, and was its oldest native 
resident. He was descended from the Jenkinses, 
of the Wyoming Valley massacre, and was a 
soldier in the war of 1812. Being born in 1792, he 
lived under all the Presidents of the United States. 


He was a farmer with a competence, and lived &1 
years on the old homestead where he died. He 
was forme:ly a Democrat, but joined the Republi- 
can Party at its formation. 


Gen. George Erskine Danforth died at Mid- 
dleburg, Schoharie-County, Thursday, in the sixty- 


third year of his age, of heart disease. For many 


years he was engaged largely in tanning, 
conducting an extensive business: and employing 
many hands. Hewas Supervisor of Middleburg 
for six consecutive years. He was Colonel of the 
Fortieth Regiment of State Militia for a long time, 
“and also General in command of the Eighteenth 
Brigade. In 1861 he was commissioned by the 
Governor to raise a regiment in Schonarie and Ot- 
sego Counties. This he did in a short time, and de- 
livered to the Government the old Seventy-sixth 
at Arlington Heights. The next year he received 
another commission, and organized the One Hun- 
dred and Thirty-fourth Regiment from the Coun- 
ties of Schoharie and Schenectady. He has only 
one child living—W. C. B. Danforth, of Albany. He 
was the only brother of Judge P. S. Danforth.

EVENTS IN THE METROPOLIS 


LARGE INDUSTRIES IN PERIL. 
ACTION TAKEN BY HOSIERY AND KNIT GOODS 
MANUFACTURERS AS SELF-PROTECTION. 

A very largely attended meeting of manu- 
facturers and dealers in knit goods was held in 
Room No. 111, of the Astor Honse, yesterday morn- 
ing, for the purpose of forming an organization to 
protect the trade from injurious competition by for-: 
eign manufacturers. The recent decision of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, in the case of 
Vietor and others against-Chester A. Arthur, in: 
‘which it is held that worsted stockings are not sub- 
ject toa specific, as well as an ad valorem, duty, 


was made the text of a circular from the Treasury 

Department on the 29th of Maroh, in which the 

Secretary of the Treasury took the ground that.the 

decision covered knit;shirts and drawers, “and 

all similar articles made on frames, of whatever 

material composed."’ Under this-order the specific 

duty of 50 cents a pound on ‘knit.shirts and draw- 

ers, provided ifor by schedule L of the tariff, 

was remitted, and the ad vaiorem duty of 35- 
per cent. only was retained. This order of the” 
Treasury Department aroused the manufacturers 

and dealers in knit gooas, who claimed that 1t, 
would be impossible to compete with foreign man- 

ufacturers under the order, and.a committee was: 
appointed to go to Washington an endeavor to* 
secure a modification of the order. The commit- 

tee. which consisted of James Talcott, Thomas} 
Porter, Thomas 8. Hall,.James C. Cooley, John D.: 
Ashwell, John N. Carpender, James W. Cromwell, . 
and 8. A. Swenarton, weut to Washington and had, 
two interviews with Assistant Secretary French on 

Friday and Saturday of last weok. They argued, 
that the department was not called upon to infer 

anything not expressly declared in the decision of . 
the Supreme Court, and as the:decision had refer-* 
ence specifically to “* worsted stockings,” thé com-: 
mittee claimed that it was unjust to extend it to 

knit shirts and drawers. The result of the. eonfer-. 
ence was that an order was issued to the various’ 
Collectors instructing them not to apply the deci- 

sion to knit shirts and drawers until further orders, 

and the specific duty of 50 cents a pound on these 

articles was restored.

MORIARTY FOUND GUILTY. 
THE JURY BRING IN A VERDICT‘ WITH A 
RECOMMENDATION TO MERCY. 

* The case of Patrick Moriarty, a driver on 
the Third-avenue surface railroad, charged with ob- 
taining money by false pretenses, the trial of 
which has occupied an entire week in the General . 
Sessions Court, was given to the jury at 4:30 P. M.. 
yesterday. The 'case was one of the most re-> 
markable and novel ever tried in the criminai courts’ 
in this County. A:collision took place at the Forty-.. 
second-street junction-ofthe Third-avenue elevated | 


railroad on March 25,.1879, when several persons 

were injured. Among 'the olaimants for damages 

was Agnes Moriarty, daughter of the prisoner, a 

girl of 17, who represented that she had been in-* 
jured by the collision, both collar-bones being 

broken. On the recommendation of their own’ 
physician the-railroad company paid the Moriarty: 
family $2,500 in settlement of all claims for injuries - 
inflicted on the girl Kate, who, in her negotia-: 
tions with the company, was known as Agnes. 

Subsequently, itis claimed by the prosecution, the: 
railroad officials’ were placed in possession of facts” 
showing beyond a doubt thatthe girl was not on 

either of-the colliding trains, and.that the injuries, 
of which she complained had been received be-/ 
fore the collision and from.another direction, They 
facts were laid before the Grand Jury. and an in-: 
dictment for obtaining money by. false pretenses 

was found against Patrick Moriarty, his wife, 
Elien, and their daughter Kate, or Agnes. Patricks 
demanded a separate trial, which was granted, and 

bis daughter and wife were examined in his de-; 
fense. Assistant District Attorney Bell, on the 

opening of the court yesterday, introduced rebut-;: 
ting testimony. Dr. Allan M. Hamilton and Dr. 
Francis A. McGuire, were called to contradict’ the

A WORD FOR BENEFIT @OCIETIES. 

A mass-meeting of mutual benefit associa-; 
tions, representing 350,000 members in this State, ; 
was held at.Cooper Union.last evening. A large 
jgudience was present, and Judge A. B. Tappan. 
Sgesided. Among the list of Vice-Presidents read. 
Sy the Secretary were Robert Lenox Kennedy,, 
‘Mayor Howell,.of Brooklyn; W. A. Camp, Carlyle, 


Norwood. Jr., John B. Haskin, and Fletcher’ 
flarper, Jr. Mr. Abel Crook moved a series of 
geyen resolutions reciting that 350,000 persons 
within the State of New-York were members of 
these associations, which were organized for the 
purpose of distributing benefactions, aid, relief, 
&c., upon the decease. sickness, or physical dis- 
ability of members; that such associations had 
roved, by an experience of two centuries 
n England ‘and 15 years in this State, to 
be beneficial to those unable to maintain 
the extravagant policies of regular life insurance 
companies, and have thus preserved from destitu- 
tion widows and orphans who would otherwise 
become dependent upon public charity; that the 
courts in certain States have decided that such 
companies, although possessing few or no features 
in common with life insurance associations, are 
technically such, and as such are subject to the in- 
rurance laws, which are destructive of their 
system; that Assembly bill No: 262, defining 
the status of the societies as not that 
of insurance companies, has been vetoed by 
Gov. Cornell without hearing the friends of the 
measure; that such veto by Gov. Cornell was prac- 
tically ruinous to the benefit organizations, and bas 
sacrificed their interests to that of monopolies; 
that the thanks of the societies are due to the Hon. 
Henry L. Duguid, who introduced the bill, and his 
associates who supported him; and that, finally, 
the sacred interests of nearly one-half of the 
entire people of tne State, and the protection 
of the helpless’ and destitute dependent upon 
the societies, demand that Assembly bill No. 292, 
‘ananimously passed by both houses, become a law 
notwithstanding Gov. Cornell’s veto. Elizur 
Wright, of Boston, and the Rev. George H. Hep- 
svorth supported the resolutions. The Rev. Robert 
Collyer made a humorous speech, and Chauncey 
Schaffer followed in a serio-comic address to Gov. 
Cornell, in which he reminded him that he could 
rot afford to disregard the wishes of 400,000 citi- 
zens of the State of New-York.

THE DOCK INVESTIGATION.
